EX-GOV. MORGAN’S INTENTIONS 
NOT KNOWN. 
CONTRADICTORY RUMORS AS TO HIS DECISION 
—HIS DECLINATION NOT IMPROBABLE— 
A STORY THAT MR. CONKLING WILL 
TAKE THE TREASURY PORTFOLIO—MR. 

JAMES TO BE REAPPOINTED, 

WasuHineTon, Oct. 25.—The intelligence 
that ex-Gov. Morgan has declined to accept 
the office of Secretary of the Treasury was 
received to-day with a general feeling of re- 
gret and disappointment. Before sending his 
nomination to the Senate the President knew 
that Mr. Morgan was averse to accepting the 
office, but believed that if nominated and con- 
firmed he would not decline. This morning, 
however, the President received a dispatch 
from Mr. Morgan, in which, after making a 
proper acknowledgment of the honor conferred 
upon him by the appointment, he declined 
to accept the office, assigning as a reason for 
his action advanced years, physical infirmities, 
and the exactions of his private business. Mr. 
Morgan's declination was a great surprise to 
Senators, because they believed that the Presi- 
dent had received from him an affirmative re- 
sponse before his nomination was made, and 
some of them express the opinion that the 
President made a mistake in sending in Mr. 
Morgan’s name without ‘knowing positively 
that he would accept the office. 

The action ot Mr. Morgan leaves the matter 
in a state of uncertainty ; and while the names 
of several gentlemen are discussed on the 
streets and in the hotels as likely to succeed 
Mr. Windom, nothing definite can be ascer- 
tained as to who the President will select. 
Judge Folger is generally regarded by 
public opinion here as the man most 
likely to be nominated, but those 
who know that gentleman express the 
belief that he will not abandon his present po- 


sition as Chief Justice of the New-York Court 
of Appeals to accept a Cabinet position for 
three years, Treasurer Gilfillan is frequently 
mentioned as likely to be appointed tempora- 
rily. Mr. Gilfillan would undoubtedly make 
an efficient head for the Treasury Department, 
but it is doubtful whether he would consent to 
surrender his present place to take the Secre- 
taryship for the brief period of twoor three 
months. 

Since Gen. Arthur succeeded to the Presi- 
dency it has been whispered about Washing- 
ton that Roscoe Conkling was to be called to 
the head of the Treasury about the Ist of Jan- 
uary next, and that any appointment mado 
during the present session of the Senate would 
be made with the understanding that it was to 
continue only until Mr. Conkling could prepare 
himself to assume the duties of the office. This 
talk was revived to-day after the declination 
of Mr. Morgan became known, and a 
report prevails to-night in circles friendly 
to the ex-Senator that the President is lizely 
to invite that gentleman to accept at once the 
position which Mr. Morgan has declined. The 
President maintains his usual reticence about 
the matter, butit is plain to be seen that he is 
annoyed and dissappointed by the failure that 
has thus far attended his efforts to secure 
a finance Minister. One thing, how- 
ever, is certain, and tbat is the 
President will not make another nomination 
for a Cabinet place until he has received the 
assurance that the person nominated will cer- 
tainly accept the position for which the nomi- 
nation ismade, Itis generally believed that 
another nomination forthe Treasury will be 
sent to the Senate to-morrow or Thursday, 
but the name of the gentleman to be nominated 
is left to conjecture. 

The President to-day intimated to Postmas- 
ter-General James that he intended to accept 
his resignation and again nominate him to be 
Postmaster-General. The President does not 
accept the theory that the present commission 
of the Postmaster-General expired one monti 
after the death of President Garfield, and in- 
formed Mr. James that, in accepting his resig- 
nation and appointing him to be his own suc- 
cessor, he (the President) intended to manifest 
his confidence in the ability and integrity ex- 
hibited by Mr. James in the administration of 
the Post Office Denartment, 

It was reported late to-night that Mr. Mor- 
gan had been induced to reconsider his de- 
termination not to accept the office of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. This report, however, 
cannot be traced to any trustworthy or com- 
petent authority. The President was asked 
about the correctness of the report and de- 
clined to say anything on the subject, 


Dispatch to the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The President’s fail- 
ure to-day to nominate a successor to Attorney- 
General MacVeagh caused considerable sur- 
prise at the canital. Some attributed the 
omission, es they did yesterday after- 
noon to the President’s earnest desire 
to keep Mr. MacVeagh in the Cabinet 
until the star route cases should be disposed of. 
The President, they argued, has again urged 
the Attorney-General to remain for the pres- 
ent, and he is waiting for a final answer be- 
fore he sends in a nomination to fill 
Mr. MacVeagh’s place. Later in the after- 
noon it was reported that the President 
had received a telegram from ex-Gov. 
Morgan peremptorily declining to accept the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury, and this rumor 
was generally accepted as a sufficient reason 
for the delay in nominating a successor to 
Attorney-General MacVeagh. One change 
might make another necessary, and if ex-Gev. 
Morgan would not take the Treasury it might 
be necessary to make a new arrangement for 
the Department of Justice. ; 

Nothing, however, could be learned posi- 
tively with regard to the intentions of ex-Gov. 
Morgan. It was asserted on the one hand 
that he would certainly decline, and on the 
other that Representative Hiscock had just 
returned from New-York with  assu- 
rances that he would accept. Rep- 
resentative Hiscock, it was soon ascer- 
taine2, had not been out of the city, and the 
question was thus left in as much doubt as yes- 
terday. It is learned to-night, however, 
from a _ source whose trustworthiness 
cannot be questioned, that the Presi- 
dent has received telegraphic information 
to the effect that ex-Gov. Morgan positively 
declines to accept the Secretaryship of the 
Treasury, and that a letter embodying his de- 
cision ison its way. Ex-Gov. Morgan, there- 
fore, is now regarded as out of the question. 

It is reported to-night, and the report is 
credited by Republicans whose political prom- 
inence ought to give weight to their belief, 
that since ex-Gov. Morgan refused to take the 
Treasury portfolio, it has been offered to 
Judge Folger, of New-York. Whether he will 
accept or not is unknown.

Ingalls made a little sensation by declar- 
ing that Mr. Voorhees was _ placing 
the guest of the Nation in an_ at- 
titude in which he did not think 
the Marquis would willingly appear. The 
statement that the latter wanted to sell the 
papers for $20,000 smelled to him a little of a 
pawnbroker’s shop or a dealer in second-hand 
clothing. The papers might be valuable, but 
he ridiculed the recent tendency. to buy old 
swords and old papers at high prices. It was 
admitted by other Senators that the passage 
of tke resolution would impose upon Congress 
asort of moral obligation to buy the papers 
which have recently been brought to this 
country by the Marquis in response to a re- 
quest.

A CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY JOB. 

THE PLAN OF EASTERN SPECULATORS FOR 
FORCING THE CAPITOL HILL SITE ON 
CONGRESS. 

Wasaineton, Oct. 25.—When the ques- 
tion of expending a million or two for the pur- 
chase of a new library site on Capitol Hill 
next comes up it is likely to bring out the fact 
that there isan enormous private job at the 
bottom of it. For years it has been impossible 
to provide for a new library upon any of the 
available sites already owned by the Govern- 
ment on account of the opposition made in Con- 
gress by the friends of the Capitol Hill pian. 
it is now said that the prime movers in this 
matter are a party of Eastern men, who made 
a bad speculation several years ago in buying 
the Duff Green row and other real estate 
within the limits of the proposed purchase. 
A part of this interest was turned into sev- 
eral New-England banks, and thus a very 
considerable influence has been exerted upon 
some of the Eastern Congressmen to induce 
them to stand in the way of any library plan 
which did not include the purchase of the 
property directly east of the Capitol grounds. 
While the Government owns Judiciary-square 
there is no reason which can justify Congress- 
menin voting $1,500,000, as is proposed, for 
the Capitol Hill, especially when the under- 
lying reason for the purchase is the relief of 
banks and land speculators from a poor invest- 
ment,

GUITEAU’S ALLEGED INSANITY, 
SYMPTOMS WHICH HE FEIGNED AFTER THE 
PRESIDENT’S DEATH DISAPPEAR. 

Wasuincton, Oct. 25.—Those who have 
most to do with Guiteau, and who have kept a 
close watch upon him since the preparations 
for the defense began, are thoroughly con- 
vinced that his insanity plea isa sham. There 
was nothing in his conduct at the jail up to the 
time that the plan was decided upon as the 
main line of defense to suggest insanity. At 
first Guiteau himself would not agree to it, 
but assoon as he did his daily conduct and his 
talk and writings at once conformed to it. 
This branch of the case, however, was over- 
done, ahd both Guiteau and his counsel seemed 
to become aware of the tact. At present 
Guiteau has returned to the condition of mind 
and action which characterized him during 
the months of tbe President’s suffering. He 
seems to be perfectly relieved upon the 
subject of personal violence, and with 
this all evidences of excitement hava 
disappeared. He is in perfect health. 
There is no excited condition of any function. 
His pulse never appears to be disturbed, and 
his sleep is sound and perfectly natural. In 
short, so far as can be determined, there are 
no symptoms of any of the physical derange- 
ments which usually attend cases of insanity. 

Messrs. Robinson and Scoville, attorneys for 
Guiteau, informed District Attorney Corkbill 
to-day that they will make a motion in tho 
District Criminal Court to-morrow for a post- 
ponement of the trial from Nov. 7 to Nov. 21.

THE CRIPPLED LHAGUE OF IRISH 
AGITATORS. 

A REFUSAL TO CONFER THE FREEDOM OF THE 
CITY OF DUBLIN ON PARNELL AND DIL- 
LON—MORE ARRESTS UNDER THE CO- 
ERCION ACT—THE ALLEGED PLOT TO 
MURDER MR. FORSTER. 

Dustin, Oct. 25.—At the meeting of the 
corporation to-day 23 members voted in favor 
of Mr. E. Dwyer Gray’s motion to confer the 
freedom of the city upon Messrs. Parnell and 
Dillon, and 23 voted againstit. The motion was 
negatived by the casting vote of the Lord 
Mayor. Mr. Gray in his speech repudiated 
the ‘‘ no rent” manifesto and separation from 
England, but contended that the moment when 
all England was vilifying Messrs, Parnell and 
Dillon was the time for Irishmen to offer them 
consolation. 

Ennis, Oct. 25.—Mr. MacMahon, a farmer, 
has been found murdered. He was an aetive 
member of the Land League. 

Boy gz, Oct, 25,—At a meeting convened by 
the Catholic clergy to consider the course to 
be pursued in view of the recent action of the 
Government, many Land Leaguers were pres- 
ent, and urged refusal of rent until Mr. 
Parnell was released from prison. The meet- 


ing, however, following the advice of the 
clergy, resolved to discontinue connection 
with the League and to pay rent. 

Lonpon, Oct. 25.—Two arrests have been 
made in connection with the Maloney murder, 
near Ennis, on Saturday last. It is now be- 
lieved, though the difficulty was about land, 
that it was rather a family quarrel than agra- 
rian outrage, 

The arrest of Miss Hodnett at Ballydehob 
yesterday was merely a Police court affair, 
and was not under the Coercion act. Several 
more arrests under the Coercion act were 
made in Ireland to-day. 

A priest, near Clare-Morris, yesterday 
evaded Police interference by hoiding a Land 
League meeting in his chapel. It is thought 
this plan will be generally resorted to tor 
future meetings. 

No importance is attached to the revela- 
tions concerning the Fenians. Their only seri- 
ous object is thought to be to raise subscriptions 
for the skirmishing fundin America. The Dub- 
lin Freeman’s Journal says the statements 
are monstrous, absurd, and wicked. Not his 
fiercest enemy, it says, would believe that any 
lrishman would stoop to the crime of assas- 
sinating Gladstone or Forster. The Jrish 
Limes considers the revelations insane. 

At a meeting of the National Liberal Feder- 
ation, heid at Liverpool, a letter from Prof. 
Goldwin Smith was read commending the ac- 
tion of the Government in Ireland, and declar- 
ing that the Land League movement is akin to 
Fenianism, and if net checked would only 
lead to revolution. 

The correspondent of the Press Association 
in Dublin says he has had an interview 
with the Chief of Detectives, who con- 
firmed the report that there was a 
plot to assassinate Mr. Forster, and 
added that he knew the names of two men 
told off to commie the crime. The chief de- 
nied that there was any plot against Mr, Glad- 
stone or Sir William Harcourt. 

LonpDon, Oct. 26.—The tenant farmers in 
the county of Waterford have resolved to 
start a ‘‘ Tenant Farmers’ Emergency Asso- 
ciation” in view of the suppression of the 
Land League. 

A Dublin dispatch says: ‘Of the 
members of the corporation who voted 
against the motion fo confer the freedom of 
the city upon Messrs. Parnell and Dillon, 12 
were Liberals, which shows how strong was 
the feeling against the proposal. 

The Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Radi- 
cal member of Parliament for Birmingham 
and President of the Board of Trade, speak- 
ing in Liverpool last night, asserted that 
the objects of the Land League as first avowed 
were praiseworthy, but that they had devel- 
oped since the Land act was passed a new 
policy, which was the independence of Ireland.

A COLUMN OF 380,000 FRENCH TROOPS AD- 
VANCING ON THE HOLY CITY OF TUNIS. 

Lonpon, Oct. 25.—A Tunis correspond- 
enttelegraphs: ‘‘ Thirty thousand troops under 
five Generals are now marching on Kairwan. 
The array of this wholly disproportionate 
force against the defenseless city can only be 
explained or justified by the supposition that 
other operations will follow the fall of Kair- 
wan. lIhearfrom a trustworthy source that 
as soon as Kairwan is occupied the main body 
will advance on Gafsa, in the Djerud, via 
Sbeitla. This movement has been decided on 
at Paris, but Gen. Saussier wholly disapproves 
of it.” 

Tunis, Oct. 25.—Gen. Saussier’s column has 
successfully crossed the Karoulia Pass, which

‘was considered the critical point in the ad- 


vance on Kairwan. 

The insurgents under Ali Ben Amar, in con- 
sequence of the defeats inflicted upon them by 
Col. Laroque, have retreated southward. 
Hostages have been taken from each tribe for 
the safety of the railways. 

Two Arabs were detected destroying the 
French railway and were shot. Their heads 
were publicly exposed as a warning to others 
against a similar offense. 

A report is current that Gen. Lambert will 
supersede M. Roustan as French Minister here.

TWO PROMINENT PENNSYLVANIA JUDGES 


JUST ESCAPE THE SWINDLERS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—The Drexel fine 
art swindle is becoming amusing as well as inter- 
esting, and the number of its distinguished victims 
is constantly increasing. The latest addi- 
tions to the list are Chief-Justice George 
Sharswood, of the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court, and Judge William Pearce, of the 
Philadelphia courts,*-botn of whom tell very simi- 
lar stories of recent experiences with the gang of 
sharpers, though both escaped without loss. 
Judge Sharswood says he was strolling up Broad- 
way when he was met by a well-dressed young man 
who called him by an unfamiliar rame, and after- 
ward apologized evry politely, saying that the Judge 
bore so close a resemblance ‘o the person for 
whom the stranger mistook him that he was de- 


ceived for the moment. He would be grateful if 
the Judge would give him his real name. Judge 
Sharswood obligingly did so, and the young man 
left him. The remainder of the story is in 
the strain which has now become familiar. An- 
other well-dressed and courteous young gentleman 
met the Judge a few minutes later, calied him by 
name, introduced himself as Ff. A. Drexel, Jr., 
and inquired about numerous Philadelphia 
friends. He said he had ion returned 
from a course of art studies in Paris, 
and had brought with him a painting which he nad 
purchased for 50,000f., though agents of both Bel- 
moat and Vanderbilt had bid against him for it. 
The Judge went with him to look atit, was told 
the story of its shipment to Philadelphia, and of the 
prize of 11,000f. just received from a Paris art 
lottery. He wasinduced to invest $10 in tickets 
for another drawing, but when the accomplice 
brought out implements the Judge saw through 
the game, snatched up his $10, and made 
his way unmolested to the street. The 
pseudo Drexel went with him and joined heartily 
in Judge Sharswood’s denunciations of the place, 
Even after this, however. the Judge confesses that 
he still had confidence in his new friend, and lost 
it only after the reported guits had shown him that 
person’s true character. 

Judge Pearce met the young man in Madison- 
square. In this case he introduced himself as 
Joseph Drexel, and his little game was going on 
finely. Judge Pearce suddenly remembered that 
he had an engagement within so short a time that 
he could not gotoseethe young man’s picture. 
They parted with mutual expressions of esteem, 
promising to meet again. Fortunately for tne 
Judge’s purse, they never did.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 


STRONG MOVEMENT IN 1TS FAVOR 
IN CONNECTICUT. 
PROMINENT MEN OF BOTH PARTIES FORM- 
ING AN ORGANIZATION—EX-GOV. AN- 
DREWS MADE PRESIDENT—ADDRESSES 
BY EX-GOV.-HUBBARD, DAVID A. WELLS, 

AND OTHERS. 

New-Haven, Oct. 25.—A meeting of 
gentlemen interested in civil service reform 
was held in the Insurance Building, in this 
city, this afternoon, in accordance with a call 
issued several weeks ago for a gathering of 
those who believed ‘‘that merit, not mere 
party services, should determine appointments 
to the minor offices in the civil administration 
of the United States Government.’’ This call 
was signed by well-known members of both 
political parties in the State, and included such 
names as ex-Gov. Hubbard and Gen. Hawley, 
of Hartford; President Porter, Dr. Bacon, 
Dr. Woolsey, Prof. Sumner. and ex-Gov. In- 
gersoll, of New-Haven; David A. Wells and 
the Hon. Jeremiah Halsey, of Norwich; ex- 
Gov. Andrews, of Litchfield; Judge Brewster 
and ex-Lieut.-Gov. Averill, of Danbury; the 
Hon. Dwight Morris, of Bridgeport, and the 
Hon. F. J. Kingsbury, of Waterbury. Ex- 
Gov. Hubbard was chosen Chairman of the 
meeting, and Mr. Robbins, of Wethers- 
field, Secretary. Mr. Simeon E. Bald- 
win, of New-Haven, explained that at 
a meeting of gentlemen at Saratoga 
last Summer it was decided to form 
a civil service organization in Connecticut, 
and upon that decision the call was issued, and 
has since been numerously signed. The present 


is considered a favorable time for ail who be- 
lieve in an honest civil service to organize so 
as to extend a movement which shall mean 
something more than a mere platform utter- 
ance. How the improvement of the civil ser- 
vice is to be secured is a matter about which 
men differ, but it is agreed that party service 
is the poorest fitness for the minor offices of 
the Government. He moved that a committee 
be appointed to bring forward some plan for 
the organization, and this being carried, the 
following-named gentlemen were selected: 
Mr. Baldwin, of New-Haven; Mr. Wells, of 
Norwich, and Mr. Averill, of Danbury. This 
committee, after a brief absence, reported a 
en the preamble of which is as fol- 
ows: 


“The Connecticut Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion, believing that merit and not mere party ser- 
vice should determine appointments to the. minor 
offices in the civil administration of the United 
States Government, is formed to promote the es- 
tablishment of a system of appointment, promo- 
tion, and removal which shali make this principle 
a rule of practice.” 

The other articles relate to the officers of the 
association and their duties, and provide that 
any person may become a menuiber by signing 
the constitution. The meeting was temporarily 
dissolved to give those present an opportunity 
of signing, and there was a general approval 
of the movement. The same committee which 
had reported the constitution brought forward 
the names of permanent officers as follows: 

President—Charles B. Andrews, Litchfield. 

Vice-Presidents—Theodore D. Woolsey, New- 
Haven; Richard D. Hubbard, Hartford; Jeremiah 
Halsey, Norwich; Nathaniel Wheeler, Bridgeport. 

Haecutive Committee—William Hamersly, Hart- 
ford; Francis Wayland, New-Haven; David A. 
Wells, Norwich; Lyman D. Brewster, Danbury; 
Frederick J. Kingsbury, Waterbury. 

Secretary—E. D. Robbins, Wethersfield.

Ex-Goy. Andrews, upon taking the chair, 
gave the movement his hearty approval. He 
was in favor of a praetical civil service. To il- 
lustrate, he was only solicitous that his mail 
matter should reach him promptly and safely, 
and it made no difference to him whether the 
mail-carrier on the Naugatuck Road was a 
Democrat or Republican. : 

Mr. David A. Welissaid he had never made a} 
hobby of civil service reform, and was desir-' 
ous of being among the learners, The first 
thing we should do was to find eut what could 
be accomplished. So far the whole thing was 
much in the nature of, if not altogether, a sen- 
timent. Now, whatcouldwedo? There were 
difficulties in the way almost insuperable. Under 
the Constitution Congress had no power tostop 
the spoils system provided the President wus de- 
termined to maintainit. Hesaw no power in 
Congress to pass a law which would restrict 
the President. Being in his power, the Presi- 
dent might himself inaugurate a reform. In 
considering this we should take Gen. Gar- 
field’s speeches as text-books and guides, and 
yet he did not come up to them, and if he had 
lived there would have been intense disap- 
pointment. The reason he did not come up to 
the standard of his speeches was because the 
pressure was too great for him to _ re- 
sist. The best way to read the Prosident 
was for Congress to passa law under which 
he would feel that he had a moral influence to 
sustain him in reform. There were some good, 
features in the Pendieton bill, though the 
speaker had not examined it sutticiently to 

ass aw comorcrnaye clear judgment upon it. 

ublic attention should be kept alive so as to 
keep it from waning, which he thought was 
its natural tendency, and that should be the 
prime object of this society in Connecticut. On 
the whole, perhaps, the best thing was to sup- 
port the Pendleton bill—to support;it cordially 
as the best that was afforded. With that bill 
in force a President would be bold indeed who 
should attempt to contravene it. 

Prof. Harris, of Yale, thought, as the reform 
of the civil service was essential to the per- 
petuity of the Government, it must succeed, 
and that it would have public sentiment largely 
with it. Mr. Simeon E. Baldwin spoke of the 
importance of local associations. The parent 
organization would, of course, hold meetings 
all over the State, but present local organiza- 
tions should aim to extend their work. Mr. 
Robbins, of Wethersfield, said;the meeting here 
had not been called to denounce political cor- 
ruption, but to engage in practical work that 
would cure evils in the civil offices. The cure 
we wanted in this country was the same that 
had been made effective in both England and 
Germany. There should be examinations of 
candidates by a non-partisan commission, 
whcse test shoulda be fitmess. Ex-Gov, Hub- 
bard was expected to address the meeting, but 
was called away by a telegraphic summons. 

There were about fifty persons present at the 
meeting, a majority being from the city of 
New-Haven, but various parts of the State 
were represented by men of aeknowledged 
standing in both political parties. A part of 
those named in the call were present, and 
among the others were ex-Speaker Durand, of 
Derby; the Hon. Henry C. Miles, ex-School 
Fund Commissioner; ex-Representative Mar- 
den, of Stamford; B. W. Maples, of Norwalk; 
H. L. Goodwin, of East Hartford, and the Rev. 
Mr. Osborn, of Branford. The meeting ad- 
journed after a session of twe hours subject to 
the call of the Executive Committee. 

The New-Haven papers this evening print 
the following resolutions as having heen intro- 
duced by David A. Wells:

merit, on the basis, where possible, of official rec- 


ords, and that remoyals should only be made for 
assignable cause.

FOXHALL’S LATEST TRIUMPH. 

HE WINS THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE SsTAKES 
AGAINST 31 COMPETITORS. 

Lonpon, Aug. 25.—The race for the Cam- 
bridgeshire Stakes at the Newmarket Hough- 
ton meeting to-day, distance 1 mile and 240 
yards, was won by Mr. J. R. Keene’s 3-year- 
old b. c. Foxhall, winner of the Grand Prix de 
Paris, of the Cesarewitch Stakes, and two other 
races at Newmarket this Fall, Mr. C. Perkins’s 
8-year-old br. f. Lucy Glitters came in second, 
and Mr. Lefevre’s3-year-old ch. c. Tristan third. 
Lord Bradford’s 4-year-old b. c. Retreat waa 
scratched before the race. Thirty-two horses 
started. After a couple of breaks-away 
there was a fairly good start. Shinglass 
made the runuing from Knight of 
Athol, Pirzeus, and Montrose, the most promi- 
nent of the second lot being Philammon, Bend 
Or, Lucy Glitters, Tristan, and Foxhall. Tha 
rear lot consisted of Peter, Mistake, and Etona 
iI. There was but little change for half a 
mile, when Lucy Glitters took the lead, with 
Foxhall, Philammon, Tristan, Incendiary, 
Pirzeus, and Poulet close up. Wher a little 
over a quarter of a mile from home Lucy Glit- 
ters was leading Foxhall and Tristan by haifa 
length, with Mistake closeup. On the lower 
ground this order was maintained past the red 
post. When drawing near home, Foxhall 
closed up, and, going on, woncomfortably, but 
by a head only before Lucy Glitters, who was 
separated from Tristan by aneck. It wasa 
fine race from the distance pole. Poulet finished 
fourth, Incendiary fifth, Pirceus sixth, Bend 
Or seventh, Philammon, Toastmaster, Pres- 
tonpans, Montrose, and the Corrie filly follow- 
ing in the order named.

THE COUNTY REPUBLICANS 


AN ADJOURNED CONVENTION AND 
NO NOMINATIONS. 


THE Xvth DISTRICT TROUBLES DISCUSSED 
ONCE MORE—ADMISSION OF THE SIS- 
KIND DELEGATES—A COMMITTEE NAMED 
TO REPORT NOMINATIONS TO-MORROW. 

The Republican County Convention met last 


night in Republican Hall. Mr, Abram Lent, Chair- 


man of the Central Committee, called the conven- 
tion te order, and Mr. John D, Lawson named 
Charies N. Taintor, of the Third District, for Chair- 
man. Mr. Taintor’s nomination was approved, and 
Solon B. Smith and Ernest Hall having been 
made Secretaries, and the rules of the Assembly 
adopted for the government of the convention, 
the roll of the delgates was called. When the Fif- 
teenth District was reached, a protest was handed 
up against the admission of the Siskind, or sitting, 
delegation. When the roll-call was completed, 
each side was, on motion of Hugh Gardner, al- 
lowed 10 minutes in which to make a statement of 
the case. The contestants were first to be heard, 
and they put forth Mr. George Bliss as their 
spokesman. Mr. Bliss said he found that the Sis- 
kind organization had been imposed upon 
the Fifteenth District by outside infiuences, 
“as much an outside force as English 
rule in Ireland,” and he could not de- 
cline the request that he should appear for 
the contestants. He then. took the protest in 
his hand and recited the facts that members in the 
association were prevented from voting, that 
watchers were refused to them, and 


roduced the affidavit of a man named 
icke that 261 votes were cast, and that 
the inspectors returned 330 votes as 
cast. The inspectors had returned 200 votes as 
cast for the Siskind ticket and 130 for the Hollister 
ticket, whereas Fricke had seen 135 ballots of the 
Hollister sort, designated by a different color from 
the others. put in the ballot-box. He described at 
length the irregularities which prevailed at 
this election. named men who had yoted twice 
and others who were not allowed to vote at all, 
and expressed the belief that in an honest election 
the Siskind ticket could not have secured more 
than one-third of the votes in the district. It had 
been said that, as in the past, the convention would 
stand by what had been done in the district, no 
matter what the condition of things. He hoped 
the time would come when this condition of things 
would cease to be, and he wanted to know if the 
convention believed the sitting delegates were en- 
titled to sit in the convention as the representa- 
tives of the district. 

Mr. I. J. Goodman replied for the sitting dele- 
gates. He denied the assertion that the primary 
was packed; said that everybody was allowed to 
vote, that watchers were permitted to see the 
count, and claimed that Fricke’s affidavit proved 
that be had had opportunity to watch the count. 
He defended the Inspectors who counted the vote, 
and accused Mr. Bliss of inconsistency for having 
taken part in an Aldermanic convention 
with Siskind delegates without objecting to them. 
Mr. Goodman went on to say that among the 
pames of the Siskind Inspectors was that of a man 
who had been in State prison, and he did not 
know that he had received a pardon or was en- 
titled to vote at all. This statement provoked 
hisses and cheers. Mr. Bliss then bantered 
Mr. Goodman, and, becoming serious, demanded 
to know why he had not produced the poll-list 
used at the primary. His failureto do that wasa 
fatal admission, as much so as that of the refusal 
of a lawyer to produce papers called for on 
a trial. Mr. Bliss’s remarks excited all kinds 
of comments of both approval and disapproval, and 
foratime there was eonsiderable confusion. Mr. 
Goodman declared that the man who had been al- 
luded to as having been in State prison had ridden, 
pn one occasion, two years ago, ina carriage with 
Mr. Bliss and Mr. Murray. Mr. Bliss re- 
torted that it wasn’t so, and that the 
Btatement had been made on the authority 
pf the notorious “ Barney” Biglin, who had sent 
Mr. Goodman into the convention, The Chairman 
rapped for order, the Bliss men applauded, and the 
Siskind men hissed. At length Mr. Bliss moved, as 
the sense of the convention, that the sitting dele- 
gates are not entitled to seats in the convention. 

Col, Charles 8S. Spencer made a speech in behalf 
of the Siskind delegates, and closed by demanding 
B call of the rojlon Mr. Bliss’s motion. The yeas 
and nays were ordered and the roll called, each 
delegate rising in his place or lifting his hand as his 
name was called. The motion was lost—yeas 173, 
nays 68—and then, by a viva voce vote, the sitting 
delegates were allowed to retain their seats. 

Police Commissioner Mason, as soon as the re- 
sult was announced, offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That acommittee of one from each As- 
tembly district, with the officers of the convention 
added, be appointed to consider nominations for 
County officers, and to report to this convention at an 
adjourned meeting on Thursday evening, Oct. 27, at 8 
o’clock, at this place, and that the delegates from 
each district be allowed to name its representative on 
the committee, and that said committee meet at this 
place to-morrow afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

Mr. Bliss saw no necessity for this, believing that 
the convention could make its own nominations. 
He had not opposed conferences when compromise 
tickets were to be nominated, but this was a con- 
vention to nominate, and he could see no reason 
for delegating the power to nomirate--which was 
equivalent to election—to a committee. He pro- 
posed as an amendment that in the committee 
each representative of an Assembly district should 
cast in the committee as many votes as his district 
was entitled to in the convention. The same prop- 
osition had been voted down in a little caucus 
held{during the afternoon by a vote of 14 to 4, and 
he asked Republicans to dispose of it now fairly. 

The suggestion that there had been a caucus ex- 
cited Mr. Isaac Dayton, who provoked great laugh- 
ter by declaring that he had never in ali his life 
heard of such acaucus. Col. Mason and Mr. Bliss 
had some animated discussion as to the precedent 
for and binding effects of such a caucus, and Mr. 
Dayton persisted in demanding ventilation of a 
meeting which proposed to take out of the hands 
ot the convention the right to manage its own af- 

airs. 

When Mr. Dayton resumed his seat the previous 
question was ordered, and the Chairman put the 
amendment offered by Col. Bliss that the represent- 
atives of each Assembly district should be enti- 
tled to cast as many votes in the committee as 
there were members of the delegation represented 
by him. Upon this amendment the yeas 
and pays were called for, and the amend- 
ment was lost by a vote of 170 to 90. 
Police Commissioner Mason’s motion was then 
put, and by a viva voce vote it was declared unani- 
thously carried. The Chairman appointed upon 
this committee to consider nominations for County 
offices and to report the result of their 
deliberations te the convention the tftol- 
lowing-named delegates: First Assembly Dis- 
trict, Michael W. Burns; Second, Pierre 
C. Van Wyck; Third, ©. T. Dillingham; 
Fourth, Henry J. Johnson; Fifth, John H. Brady; 
Sixth, John Simpson; Seventh, John D. Lawson; 
Eighth, John J. O'Brien; Ninth, George F. Merklee; 
Tenth, Justice Jacob M. Patterson, Jr.; Eleventh, 
Col. George Bliss; Twelfth, Chester H. South- 
worth; Thirteenth, Justice Hugh Gardner; 
Fourteenth, John H. Brady; Fifteenth, Isaac 
J. Siskind; Sixteenth, Commissioner Joel W. 
Mason; Eighteenth. Bernard Biglin; Nineteenth, 
Alexander Martin; Twentieth, Alderman Henry C.

SHIPS BURNED AT 8HA—TIDINGS OF OTHER 


MARINE LOSSES. 


San Francisco, Oct. 25.—A dispatch from 
Astoria, Oregon, dated to-day, says: ‘The bark 
Emma T. Crowell arrived yesterday having on 
board the Captain, offieers, and crew of the ship 
Maritime Union, heretofore reported burned at sea 
about 600 miles out from San Francisco.” 

The ship Samaria, from Philadelphia, reports 
that on Sept. 2, off Cape Horn, saw aniron ship, 
with painted ports, on fire; only the bowsprit was 
standing; found her abandoned; could not ascer- 
tain name. It is believed here that this vessel was | 
the British ship Montagnais, whose crew were re- 
cently brought here by the bark Avonia. 

The British bark Madeira, which left this port 
Aug. 19, with flour, for Liverpool, was dismasted 
and sprung a leak in a burricane on Aug. 28. She 
jettisoned 200 tons of her cargo. She fell in with 


the ship Florence, obtained material for jury masts, 
and arrived here last evening. 


Lonpon, Oct.. 25.—Papers have washed 
ashore which have apparently come from the Ital- 
ian ship Anna Pizzorno, Capt. Fossa, last reported 
at Grimsby, from Pensacola. Also, some wreckage 
has been washed ashore. 

The British bark Empire of Peace, Capt. Sander- 
son, from Liverpcol Oct. 16, for New-Orleans, be- 
fore reported ashore in Dundalk Bay, is dismasted. 

The British ship 8S. Vaughan, Capt. Scott, last re- 
ported at Liverpool! for Valparaiso, is anchored off 
Layton. She lies in a dangerous position. Shehas 
lost her fore and main masts. 

CuicaGo, Oct, 25.—A special from Detroit 
to the Journal says: *“*The Anchor Line steamer 
Clarion was wrecked on the rocks at Lime-kiln 
crossing this morning, and now lies in 18 feet of 
water. The crew was saved.”

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—At a meeting of 
the joint Special Committee of the Councils, ap- 
pointed to arrange for the reception of the dis- 
tinguished foreign visitors who came to this coun- 
try totake part in the Yorktown centennial cele- 
bration, to-day at the Mayor’s office, a telegram 
was received from Mr. Walker Blaine stating that 
the German delegation could not come on Oct. 27, 
as was first designed; and one from Secretary 
Blaine announeing that the French visitors would 
leave Washington on Thursday morniog for this 
city, and requesting that a committee be sent to 
accompany them. A committee of three was ap- 
pointed to proceed to Washington to escort the 
visitors to this city. The French and Swiss citi- 
zens were also represented at the meeting, and 
will take a prominent part in the reception. A 
programme for the entertainment of the guests 
during Thursday, Friday, and Saturday morning, 
permitting them to leave here for New-York at 1 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, was arranged. The 
Reception Committee will accompany them as far

THE BROOKLYN MAYORALTY 
GEN. TRACY AND MR. ROPES WITH: 


DRAW FROM THE FIELD. 


AN AGREEMENT TO NOMINATE MR. SETH LOW 


AS THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE—THE 
COUNTY CONVENTION TO MEET TO-DAY. 
Gen. B. F. Tracy, the nominee of the Re- 
publican City Convention for Mayor, and Mr. Rip- 
ley Ropes, a Republican, who was nominated for 
the same office at a meeting of citizens held in the 


Rink, have both concluded to withdraw from the 
race so that an opportunity may be given Repub: 
licans to unite onsome man who willsecure the 
support not only of all the Republicans, but also of 
those Independent Democrats who are really in 
earnest in their efforts to crush bossism out 
of politics, The chief difficulty encountered 
in bringing about harmony of action was met 
with in the stand taken by the men who had acted 
independently of party. They desired not only to 
crush bossism, but to administer a rebuke to the 
machine politicians as well. Mr. Tracy inti- 
mated in his speech accepting the nomination 
that he would withdraw if it were found 
neessary to do so in order to bring 
about united action among Republicans. 
The friends of Mr. Ripley Ropes held a conference 
yesterday morning at Mr. Ropes’s rooms to discuss 
the situation, ascertain the views of their candi- 
date, and decide whether any action was advisable 
that would increase the chances of success for the 
reform movement in Brooklyn politics. Among 
those present were Mr. Ropes himself, John B. 


Woodward, S. B. Duryea, William H. Freeman, 
William A. White, T. 8. Hotaling, and Mr. Coombs. 
After an interchange of views, Mr. Ropes stated 
to his friends that he had canvassed the situation 
carefally and thoroughly, and had arrived at con- 
clusions substantially as follows: If he re- 
mained in the field as a candidate for 
Mayor, althouzh he would probably  re- 
ceive a large vote, yet the chances 
of his election, he was satisfied, would be far from 
sure. That alone, however. would not deter him 
from standing his ground. He was ready and 
willing to sacrifiee himself, if neeessary, in going 
forward to what he felt would be sure defeat. 
But he was not willing to sacrifice the opportunity 
to secure good government for the city of Brook- 
lyn, and this, he feared, would be the result if he 
continued in the field as a candidate under the 
present circumstances, 

While the parties were debating the matter, Mr. 
Ropes received a manly note from Benjamin F. 
Tracy, the regular Republican nominee for Mayor, 
which he read to his friends, and then proposed to 
them that he should go personally to Mr. Tracy and 
confer with him in the same spirit exbibited in the 
note. They all coincided in the suggestion, and 
Mr. Ropes went immediately and called on Mr. 
Tracy. A brief conference between the two can- 
didates resulted in an agreement on the part of 
both to withdraw from the field as candidates, 
with the understanding that the Repubiican con- 
vention would reassemble and nominate Mr. Seth 
Low as a candidate for Mayor. Mr. Ropes reported 
this agreement to his friends, and it was unani- 
mously accepted as the best thing that could be 
done. 

After the meeting between Mr. Ropes and Gen. 
Tracy the conference committees representing 
both gentlemen came together and the withdrawal 
of ‘both gentlemen was formally agreed upon. The 
Chairman of the Republican City Convention then 
issued the following call to the dslegates' from the 
head-quarters of the Republican Campaign Com- 
mittee:

When the convention reassembles Gen. Tracy 
will withdraw, and in all probability the name of 
Mr. Seth Low will be presented. Unanimity of 
action will be secured, if possible, but itis feared 
that opposition may come from some of the dele- 
gates who are not entirely satisfied with 
the turn affairs have taken. The gen- 
eral belief, however, is that Mr. Low will 
not only receive the Republican nomination, 
but that he will accept it without reservation. In 
the evening a meeting will be held at the Acadomy 
of Music under the auspices of the Young 
Republican Club and the gentlemen who 
got up the meeting at which Mr. Ropes 
was nominated, for the purpose of with- 
drawing the latter gentleman and indorsing the 
nomination of Mr. Low and the whole Republican 
ticket. The Carnpaign Committee had the Academy 
of Music hired for to-night in order to hold a mass- 
meeting, at which the State and local tickets would 
be indorsed, but precedence was readily given to 
the friends of Mr. Ropes when they expressed a 
desire to have the use of the building this evening. 
The breaking of the Republican deadlock has cre- 
ated much enthusiasm, and especially «mong the 
Young Republicans, who promise to make a splen- 
did fight for Mr. Low if he is selected as the candi- 
date of the party.

SKETCH OF MR. LOW. 

Mr. Seth Low was born in Brooklyn. 
Although only in his thirty-second year, he has al- 
ready made his mark, both in the world of politics 
and business. He isthesonof Mr. A. A. Low, and 
the chief working member of the firm of which his 
father is the head. For several years Mr. Low was 
a delegate to the Republican General Committee 
of Kings County from the First Ward, 
and had a place always during the time 
of his service in the nominating conventions of the 
party. It was not, however, until last year that 


Mr. Low, although taking even then but a 
good citizen’s interest in politics, came 
prominentiy before the people. Living in 
the midst of .a Democratic stronghold, 
listening daily to loud boasts of a Democratie 
majority of 25,000in Kings County for Hancock, 
there wasa feeling ef depression among Repub- 
licans after Garfield had been nominated by the 
convention at Chicago, Just at this period Seth 
Low, with ja few other young men organized 
the Young Republican Club and set before them- 
selves the arduous task of changing the public 
sentiment of a City in which was published the in- 
fluential paper which first placed Gen. Han- 
cock’s name before the people 4s _ a candi- 
date for President of the United States. 
How well that work was accomplished 
the returns of the election in Kings County show. 
Samuel J. Tilden, when he was a candidate forthe 
Presidency, earried Kings County by nearly 
20,000 majority; Gen. Hancock’s majority 
was egactly 9,300. Mr. Low and_ his 
friends acted in_ entire harmony’ with 
the regular party organization and worked night 
and day for the election of the entire Republican 
ticket. The Young Republicans made house to 
house visitations, to bring out voters, manned all 
the polls on election day, and as ‘ workers” 
showed that they were fully equal to the exigenees 
of practical politics. 

But there is another sphere in which Mr. Low 
has distinguished himself. Soon after leaving 
Yale College, of which he is a graduate, he became 
interested in an intelligent way in the charities of 
Brooklyn. Like Mr. Ripley Ropes he gave largely 
of his private means to the poor, and, with that 
gentleman, was ane of tke chief organizers of the 
Bureau of Charities, whieh embraces representa- 
tives of all the churches*of all denominations in 
Brooklyn, including the Roman Catholic. The wild 
extravagance that characterized the administration 
of the Charity Commission under the ring 
Democrats made such an organization at once a 
blessing to the poor and a necessity to the people. 
In appearance Mr. Low is a strongly-built young 
man, slightly above the medium height, and 
bears unmistakably the mark of ** gen- 
tleman’”’ in his every movement. He is 
a man of good culture, a ready speaker, and 
thoroughly familiar with municipal affairs. Al- 
though a Republican born and bred, he belongs 
to no faction, and is firm in the _ belief 
that the business of city government should 
be altogether divorced from _ politics, State 
and national. An interesting incident 
in connection with the present juncture of affairs 
is that Mr. Low, in whose favor Mr. Ropes with- 
drew, was at one time a pupil in the Sunday-school 


of which the latter gentleman was Superintendent. © 


Mr. Low was married about a year ago.

UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT TO ROB A TRAIN— 


OTHER OFFENSES REPORTED YESTERDAY. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 25.—An attempt was 
made by three unknown men torob the Chicago 
express trainonthe Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago Railroad on its way to this city, about 12 


o'clock last night. The train had just left Bucyrus, 


Ohio, and was running at the rate of about 15 miles 


an hour, when the men boarded the train and at- 
tempted to force their way into one of the Pullman 
sleepers. They were met in the vestibule by Con- 
ductor Shallis, who endeavored to eject them; 
whereupon one of the party drewarevolver and 
fired several shots, fortunately without injuring 
any person, The passengers were aroused by this 
time, and the thieves, becoming frightened, es- 
caped by jumping from the train. 

DANVILLE, Va., Oct. 25.—Matilda and Emma 
Williams, two young white girls, 15 and 17 years 
old, respectively, on trialin the County Court of 
Pittsylvania for the murder of their father, Robert 
Williams, near Whitmell, in this county, last 
month, have been acquitted. The murder was an 
atrocious one, the victim’s head being nearly 
severed from his body while he was lying in his 


yard in the daytime asleep. The evidence against 
the two girls was insufficient for their conviction, 
and no clue to the murderer has been obtained.§:

FOREIGN BUSINESS INTERESTS, 

Lonpon, Oct. 25.—A Paris correspondent 
says: ‘‘An important meeting of the French cot- 
ton industry was held at Epinal on Sunday last. 
Senator Claude, of the Department of the Vosges, 
presided. He dwelt on the difficulties encountered 
in consequence of the loss of Alsace, and depre- 
cated areduction of the duties which, he said, 
would give foreigners, including the Germans, un 
immense advantage. He urged that an appeal be 


made to the Chambers to maintain the duties of 
1860 asaminimum. The greatest unanimity was 
manifested at the meeting. 

‘“*There appears to be an earnest desire on the 
part of France to conclude the commercial treaty, 
ana every possibility that M. Tirard, Minister of 
Commerce, will yield to the British demands, so as 
to be able to mest the Chamber of Deputies with 
the treaty as compensation for the Tunisian fiasco. 
The British are more than ever determined not to 
conclude the treaty unless there isan improvement 
on the status quo.”

DESTRUCTIVE MINING METHODS. 

San Francisco, Oct. 25.—A week ago the 
committee appointed by the Board of Trade left 
here on a tour through those portions of Yuba and 
Sutter Counties devastated by the débris from 
mines, and through the mining districts in Butte, 
Yuba, and Nevada Counties, where the débris is 
sent down. The investigation has convinced the 
committee that a continuation of the present sys- 
tem of mining will ruin the city of Marysville and 
the valley and water-course, but that the mining 
interests are too important to be stopped. They 
think the proper remedy will be to construct sepa- 
rate dams on the cafion of the Yuba River and its 
tributaries, by which itis believed the débris can 
be impounded. The miners express a willingness 
to do this, and the committee think they can repair 
the damaye thus far inflicted. If the future dow:- 
pour of débris can thus be stopped, it is probable 
that immediate steps will be taken to reach some 
such settlement of the question.

ENGLAND’S IRISH POLICY 
DENOUNCED AT A BROOKLYN MASS 


MEETING LAST EVENING. 


ADDRESSES BY CONGRESSMAN HARDENBERGH, 


OF NEW-JERSEY, FATHER M’CARTY, 
MRS. PARNELL, AND OTHERS—PATRICK 
FORD’S SUBSCRIPTION—ENGLAND’S POLI- 
CY IRELAND’S OPPORTUNITY. 


The mass-meeting called by the Irish-Ameri- 


can Land and Industrial League of Brooklyn,'to 


give an expression of opinion touching the present 
policy of the British Government toward Ireland 
and @the arrest of; Charles Stewart Parnell, 
drew aie gathering that filled the Brook- 
lyn Academy of Music last evening. 
The greatest enthusiasm was manifested, 
and every mention of Parnell’s name drew cheers 
and that of Gladstone hisses. Mrs, Delia Parnell, 
accompanied by her friend. Miss Ford, was escorted 
to the platform and given aseat at the very front, 
amid cheers and the waving of handkerchiefs 
and hats. When the name of Mayor Howell, 
the Democratic nominee for re-election for a third 
term, was mentioned for presiding officer, an ex- 
cited Irish yoice shouted, ‘* We'll have no English- 
man ruling over this meeting,” referring to the 
Mayor’s nationality. The voice was suppressed, 
however, and the Mayor presided without any ex- 
hibition of hostility toward him. 

Justice Andrew Walsh called the meeting to 
order and introduced Mayor Howell asthe pre- 


siding officer. Secretary P. J. Hanway read the 
list of Vice-Presidents. including the names of 
wellknown members of the local judiciary and 
local politicians. The letters from those who 
were unable to be present followed. Wendell 
Phillips wrote that Gladstone's policy would 
bring him to the same infamy which 
rests upon Wilberforce and other oppressors of 
Ireland. ‘‘I* Ireland will only listen to Parnell,” 
he continued, *‘and keep within the law,she is sure 
to carry her point.” The Rev. Congressman J. Hyatt 
Smith wrote that Gladstone’s blunder is Ireland’s 
benefit and the time is coming when these prison- 
ers of Engiand shall be mightier than Eagland’s 
Premier. Others who contributed their regrets at 
their inability to be present w-re Senator Charles 
W. Jones, of Florida: John Boyle O’Reiliy, 
of Boston; Hugh Hastings, the Rey. Jonu 
M._ Kiely, and Patrick Ford—the latter 
pledging a _ subscription of $1,000 to the 
fund of the Brooklyn League, and a further sub- 
scription of $5 a week “‘until landlordism has 
struck its flag and Ireland is again in the hands of 
her children.’”’ Counselor John C, McGuire, 
in a few well-chosen words, outlined the 
objects of the meeting, briefly recapitulating 
the events of the last few months in Ireland.

lish jail. Mr. Hardenbergh was cheered uproari- 


| ously as he closed his speech. 


Father McCarty, Pastor of St. Augustine’s 
Church, the next speaker, said he had often pon- 
dered over the question, Why does Engiand hate 
Ireland? It was wonderful that these two peo- 
ples who had _ lived side by side for cen- 
turies should hate each other so_ persist- 
ently and so cordially. Why Ireland hated 
England admitted of auswer, for the worm 
would turn always upon the heel of its oppressor. 
But why England should hate Ireland was a 
puzzling question. The nearest that he could 
come to answering the question was by saying that 
Treland’s faith was the cause of England’s tyranny, 
and any Government that would persecute an indi- 
vidual, let alone a nation, for his conscientious belief 
deserved to be stricken by the iron hand of power 
and every vestige of the fabric of her Government 
be swept from the face of theearth. There was no 
question but what Ireland, by her griev- 
ances, lasting hundreds of years, yas 
justified in using any means to throw off 
the yoke of her oppressor. It was quite 
sufficient, however, that the leadership of Parnell 
be followed. Let there be agitation in Ireland, but 
let it be kept within tho lines of the law. There 
was nothing to be obtained by a declaration of in- 


+ dependence in Ireland. Irish hearts might speak it, 
the possession of the mailing-book, the advertising | 


but their heads must contradict it. America, as the 
representative Republic of the earth, needed to 
exert herinfluence. England would listen if only 
America would speak a word for Ireland. In con- 
clusion, the speaker urged his hearers to importune 
their Congressmen and their Congressional eandi- 
dates to exert their influence in securing from this 
Government interposition in behalf of Ireland. 

Mrs. Parnell, who was next introduced, was re- 
ceived with loud and prolonged cheering. One of 
the speakers, sho said, has mentioned my name as 
that of a i:ady chieftainess. I would I were 40 
years younger, then I would indeed be a chieftain- 
ess. Ifeslas if the dayof judgment had come 
at last for the oppressor when I stand before 
such audiences and one so deeply in earnest as 
this. I hope you may always be in such deep sym- 
pathy with your relatives across the water, and 
will never fail to help them to take care of young 
Ireland. If you forget your duty, on me 
will devolve the task of going over and 
taking care of the Irish babies. {Laugh- 
ter and applause.}] I believe that every 
movement of the Engilsh Government in the af- 
fairs of Ireland advances the cause of Ireland. 
The more injudicious andthe more impolitic the 
movement is, the greater the assistance. The 
landlords have brought theirpresent condition upon 
themselves, and I have no pity for them. As 
for Gladstone I look on him as a man in his dotage. 
Whether he has a or water on the brain [ 
do not know, Itis certainly some awful crank or 
twist which I hope may end in being twisted 
about his neck. [Applause.] The efforts to destroy 
the Land League remind me of the story of the fam- 
ily with crooked mouths who tried to blow out the 
light. They blew this way and that way and the other 
way, and every time blew wide of the mark. Soit 
is with Engliand’s attempt to blow out the Land 
League. If f{ go _ back to freland and 
Mr. Gladstone’s policemen imprison me, 
shall feel as if my_ prison walls are 
the walls of a palace; asif I was about to become 
a sort of Rip Van Winkie, who, on waking, would 
find Irejand restored to all her privileges. I should 
like to see Gladstone just to give hima bit of my 
mind. A blight seems to have fallen upon Eng- 
land’s crops, and they are infected with all her 
own rottenness. Her home supply is cut off, and 
one of the best ways to Boycott England would be 
to refuse to send her food and to starve her out, 
[Laughter and applauye. | 

Mrs. Parnell was followed by Congressman Wil- 
liam E. Robinson, who pledged himself to the at- 
tempt to compel Congress to give in unmistakable 
terms America’s opinions of Ireland’s wrongs and 
woes, and added that he should move that America 
refuse to receive or recognize a British Minister so 
long as Parnell was allowed to remain in prison. 
During the evening resolutions pointing out the 
necessity of some method for relieving Irish griev- 
ances and indorsing the course of Parnell were 
adopted, and a collection was taken up.

THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE FAIR. 


—_>—— 
A SUCCESSFUL EXHIBITION—THE DISPLAY 


OF MACHINERY. 

The American Institute Fair continues to 
attract a large number of visitors daily. The 
classification of the exhibits is excellent, and the 


display is probably tho largest that has ever been 


seen in the Institute Building. There is a def- 


ciency of exhibits in the department of the indus- 
trial arts—in photography, wood-carving, and 
other processes that enter into daily production 
forthe market, though ranked in acertain sense 
as artistic. The display of musical instruments, 


pianos, &c., also, is smaller than it has been in 
preceding exhibitions. There is, however, no 
marked poverty in any department, and the 
juages, as well as the crowd of daily visitors, find 
everywhere ample scope for discriminating com- 
ment. The musical feature, consisting of regular 
afternoon and evening concerts, has proved very 
popular and drawn many spectators. The band, 
under the leadership of Arbucxle, oceupies the 
main stand, and is always surrounded dur- 
ing the music hours by a dense crowd of auditors. 
Passing the music stand one finds his ears saluted 
by another species of music—the whirr of wheels 
in rapid revolution, the rhythmical elank of en- 
gives, and the hum of instrumental appliances in 
every department of manufacture. The broad, 
misty spray of the fountain hides the entrance 
from the eyes of persons interested in the general 
exhibition. At the left of the long aisle one pauses 
to inspect the workings of the wonderful little ca- 
loric engine invented by Capt. John Ericsson, re- 
cently described in these columns. Heated 
by a gas-jet or two only and _ cooled 
by a water-jacket, a cubic foot of  impris- 
oned air is engaged in lifting a column 
of water at the rate of 300 gallons an hour toa 
height of 20 feet or thereabout. The handsome 
little motor works almost as noiselessly as an elf. 
On the right a couple of massive steam engines are 
engaged in illustrating the merits of some new 
valve orinjector. Furtheron are several exam- 
ples of an invention that strikes the imagination 
curiously—the stone-crusher, which has but lately 
come into use, and is employed for crushing rocks 
to the required consistency for the making of 
roads or the filling in of walls and mill-dams. The 
frame is composed of tremendous beams bolted 
firmly together, and siowly up and down, in 
@ massive box, works a huge hammer, 
whose weight is computed in tons. By putting 
one’s ear to the box and listening a low, heavy, 
grinding noise is heard as the hammer strikes upon 
the solid rock—the granite being crushed to pow- 
der. _In electrical appliances there seems to be a 
notable deficiency, possibly from the faet that the 
contemporary exhibition in Paris has transferred 
the theatre of interest to Europe, at least tempo- 
rarily. One scarcely misses these things, however, 
in the contemplation of the advance of industry 
and invention in other directions; and, on the 
whole, good judges pronounce the fair one of the 
most successful that the Institute has undertaken 
during a career of half a century.

SEVEN SPOTS ON THE SUN. 
From the Rochester Democrat, Oct. 24. 
Seven large spots variegated the disk of the 


sun yesterday, They were not widely scattered. 


and might be considered as one group. These 
spots form the most strikine view yet presented 
during this season of maximum sun spots. Scat- 
tered among the large spots are innumerable smaii 
ones that appear no larger than a pin’s head. 
An eighth large spot is forming. This wonderful 
display of solar forces can be easily observed by ail 
possessing telescopes, without danger. Even a 
spy-glass fixed so that it can be turned to the sun 
without using theeye, will throw an image of the 
sun on a white screen. This image can be brought 
into focus by sliding the tube or moving the screen 
to and from the eye-piece until the edge of the sun 
appears sharp and the spots become visible. The 
spots can be easily seen on an image three-quarters 
of aninch in diameter. But the eye must be kept 
from the instrument or serious injury will result. 
The earth storms seem to respond to the great 
storms in the sun with remarkabie precision. It is 
to be hoped that the sun observations during the 
Summer, in connection with the meteorological 
records, will throw some light upon the exact na- 
ture of the intluence of sun storms upon the earth.

PERU’S DOLEFUL STATE 


A COUNTRY WITH NO ESTAS 
LISHED GOVERNMENT. 


ANARCEY AND LAWLESSNESS—RANDED RUF. 


FIANS MURDERING AND ROBEBING— 
CALDEROR’S PROTEST AND § LYNCH’S 
ANSWER. 

PANAMA, Oct. 15.—Dates from Lima are te 
Oct. 5. The social and moral condition of the capital 
appears to be worse now than at any period of the 
country’s history. Every day accounts of atrocious 
murders and assassinations are conveyed to the 
Chilian head-quarters, but as there are no Police no 
effort worthy of the name can be made to prevent 
the recurrence of such atrocities or punish those 
who are known tobeguilty. Occasionally a patrol 
of Chilian soldiers pursues a band of malefac 
tors, or finds them in tho actual commission of 
crime. A short shrift {s accorded to crimin- 
als under these circumstances. A court-martial 
decides their fate, and it must be said that the sol- 
diers are never unwilling to carry out its mandates. 
Murderers are shot; thieves are whipped on the 
church steps. Yet in the case of the former a 
great clamor fs occasionally raised that the people 
shot were innocent, &c., and the Chilians are rep- 
resented as bloodthirsty monsters charged with 
the task of decimating Peru’s fast disappearing 
population. A band of 10 Monteneros was found 
recently near Lima. They resisted capture by the 
soldiers, but were taken, and a brick-kiln, which 


had served them asa bulwark against tue attapk 
of the soldiers, remains as a monument over th¥it 
last resting-place. Peruvians say, however, that 
the slain men were innocent laborers who were 
engaged at labor in the brick-kiin, and thought the 
Chilian soldiers were Monteneros, hence their re- 
sistance. 

Notwithstanding the promise of the Chillians that 
everything would be done to stimulate eommerciai 
interests and protect the private rights of those 
not compromised in the struggle, many complaints 
are heard from business men in Lima of the exac- 
tions and annoyances suffered in entering 
and clearing invoices at the Cailao Cus: 
tom-house, also of the insecurity of 
life and _ property in the _ capital. The 
practical abolition of the provisional Government 
and the seizure of the Treasury, &c., by Gen. 
Lynch, leavesin Chilian hands entirely the govern: 
ment of all territory occupied by their forces. But 
they neither organize a Police force themseives, 
nor will they permit the municipalities to do so. 
Neither will they sanction the formation 
of a foreign urban guard, paid and regu- 
larly enlisted, to which the safety of 
the city might well be intrusted. These 
are matters of constant complaint, which, if 
not rectified, must lead to diplomatic action, while 
the moral effect 1s decidedly adverse to the Chilians. 
Gen. Lynch’s decree, practically dissolving the 
Calderon Government, has been the subject of 
much correspondence. Garcia Calderon, of course, 
protested. He averred that his Government was 
called into existence by the leading citizens of Lima 
and Callao, and now commands the confidence of all 
residents of those portions of the republic whera 
an expression of free opinion was allowed; that it 
was confirmed and the term of office extended by 
the constitutional Congress, and that, eonsequent: 
ly, Mr. Calderon cannot resign his position at the 
simple order of the Chilian Commander-in-Chief, 
but must return the power conferred upon him to 
those conferring it. Mr. Calderon asserts that his 
Administration has met with the official re- 
cognition of Chili on several occasions, nota 
bly when the negotiations for peace 
were entered upon with him ob tha 
Chilian Commissioner; but that it is ap- 
parent that from the moment his opposition to 
the cession of territory was made known, the Gory- 
ernment of Chili decided on his overthrow. This 
determination regarding the proposed dismember 
ment of Peru is the result of much retlection; for, 
apart from the unarimous will of the republic that 
no such stipulation should be agreed to, Mr. Cal- 
deron holds the opinion that territorial cession 
would only insure perpetual war between the two 
nations interested. He asserts his ability to pay a 
reasonable war indemnity, to be fixed by 
arbitrament, or by common consent, and is per 
suaded that eventually peace will be conciuded 
between the two countries without the necessity 
of ceding any of the territorial possessions of Peru. 
He also cites the fact that his Government has beez 
recognized by several foreign nations, and that he 
should naturally nave the power to carry out con- 
tracts entered upon with citizens and subjects otf 
those countries. He therefore requests Gen. Lynch 
to either withdraw the decree in question or sus- 
pend its effects until the Chilian Government be 
again heard from. 

But Gen. Lynch, in his reply, confirms what was 
generally believed, that in this instance he was 
merely obeying orders received from Santiago, and 
dictated by the new Administration of Don Do- 
mingo Santa Maria, in effect that Chili has never 
recognized the official. status of the Pe- 
ruvian Government, but simply tolerated 
its existence, hoping some _ stable and 
strong organization might spring from it. 
But seeing that it was destitute of power, indif- 
ferently regarded by the people, and unable to ar- 
range the terms of peace, it was decided to puta 
stop to its authority, at least in all places occupied 
by Chilian troops. Gen. Lynch recognizes the 
right of Peru to establish any form of Government 
in all other sections of her territory, but abso- 
luiely refuses to accede to the request made by Mr. 
Calderon. Referring to the question of peace, 
Gen. Lynch remarks that when Mr. Calderon 
assumed the duties of his post he was well aware 
of the nature of the Chilian demands made at the 
Arica conference, and that it was supposed he 
would be ready to abide by them. The Treasury of- 
fices of Peru were taken by the Chilians as national 
property, and consequently belonging to the victors. 
Envoys from the extinct, but still hopeful, Govern: 
ment cf Mr. Calderon, have been sent to Admiral 
Montero, in Cajarmarca, and Gen. Caceres, in 
Chicla, offering them important positions ina new 
Government to be formed outside of the Chilian 
lines; but itis altogether unlikely that these officers 
will desert Pierola’s party, which is at present the 
most powertul in Peru.

flad an outbreak of fire occurred in the City 
yesterday the Fire Commissioners would have been 
able, in the event of the disaster assuming a grave 
eharacter or the water supply proving inadequate, 
to avail themselves of the services of the five tug- 
poats placed at their disposition by an excellent 
citizen, who tendered them on the condition that 
be should remain incognito. At 9 o’clock inthe 
morning Telegraph Superintendent Smith had 
placed a 16-inch gong on Bostwick’s oil dock at the 


foot of Twelfth-street, Long Island City, and con- 
nected it with a wire which runs from Fireman’s 
Hall, in Mercer-street, New-York, to Blackwell’s 
Island, and thence to Ravenswood and Hunter's 
Point. Where the gong is will lie one of the five 
tugs, with steam up and hands aboard at all hours. 
The signal agreed on is 16.5, Supposing a fire to 
break out down town, in the oil region. for in- 
stance, where the use of salt water would be ne- 
cessary, the signal for one of the five tugs would 
be 16.5.1—28, and the tug would steam for South and 
William streets. If two tugs were needed the signal 
would be 16.5.2—28, and soon. Another telegraphic 
conuection was made with a wire which runs from 
Fireman's Hall over the Brooklyn bridge to the 
Brooklyn fire head-quarters. Thither communica- 
tion will be by Morse key. From there is a wire to 
Assistant Chief Smith’s head-quarters, in Fourth- 
street, Williamsburg, where there is a telephone. 
From Fonrth-street to Devoe’s o11 works, at New- 
town Creek, there is another wire anda telephone, 
At Devoe’s oil works the remainder of the fire tugs 
will lie ready for use at all hours. If an alarm re- 

uiring more than one tug is sent to Tweltth-street, 
ecar Island City, the tug there will steam down to 
the other tugs and summon those that would be 
required by whistle signals. President Gorman 
said yesterday, ‘‘ We are now prepared for a * wa- 
ter famine’—a famine that is to come if we do not 
have rain. I do not consider the rain that fell yes- 
terday of any account.”’ 

At the meeting of the Fire Commissioners yester- 
day reports on two fires caused by electric wires 
for illuminating and other purposes were consid- 
ered. One fire occurred yesterday through a wire 
for illuminating crossing the fire telegraph wires 
near William and Chambers streets. The result 
was fire in signal box No. 91 at the corner of the 
streets named. The machinery of the box was de- 
stroyed, and the wood-work of the pole was 
charred. On Monday afternoon as Chief John J. 
Bresnan, of the Sixth Battalion, was driving to 
his quartersin East Thirteenth-street, he saw fire 
and smoke coming from the wood-work over the 
side entrance of the Germania Theatre—formerly 
Wallack’s—in Thirteenth-street. With Foreman 
D. J. Meagher, of Hook and Ladder Company No. 
8, he entered No. 842 Broadway, and reached where 
the fire was burning from « window of T. C. Brad- 
shaw’s taijlor’s store on the second floor, He found 
the wood-work of the arch over the side entrance of 
the theatre had been fired by a wire of the Brush 
Electric Illuminating Company which led to the 
electric lamps in front of the Germania Theatre. 
The fire was soon put out, and an excited tailor 
handed Chief Bresnan a pair of shears, saying, 
Cut the wire; cut the wire.’’ Bresnan declined 
the shears, and with blocks of wood raised the wirs 
50 that it did not touch the wood-work of the arch. 
Had he attempted to cut the wire with the shears 
he weuld have received a shock that would have 
paralyzed him and hurled him to the street. 
An examination of the wire revealed that 
defective insulating material around it had 
burned foralength of 4 inches, so that the bare 
copper wire a quarter of an inch thick rested on a 
sheet of tin which covered the top of the arch. 
This became red hot and set fire to the wood. 
President Gorman said that the question of laying 
electric wires so that there should be no danger to 
buildings was a serious one. It had become neces- 
Bary to instruct firemen to be very careful in en- 
tering buildings where they may find wires 
conducting great electric force. Were they 
handled when the insulating material is 
remeved by fire or otherwise, the firemen 
would be disabled by the shock. Commissioner 
Cornelius Van Cott was of the same opinion. Speak- 
jngof the burning of fire box No. 91, he said 
that it was 2 matter of record that last Spring he 
voted against giving permission to the Brush Elec- 
tric Light Company to conduct their wires along a 
portion of Broadway, because they would be con- 
tiguous to the wires of the Firs Department. He 
believed that the fire wires should not run where 
wires to conduct power for illuminating or other 
purposes run.

For each house 
is furnished a cooking stove, a fewcommon chairs, 
3 pine table, one or more bedsteads, and a sma!l 
amount of crockery andtinware. The people have 
also been furnished with clothing, presented in 
more than sufficient quantities; with bedding, pork, 
four, meal, groceries, some medicines, and other 
aeeded articles,as well as quantities of feed forstock.

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SUING JAY GOULD. 


A SPECIAL PARTNER WHO DEMANDS GIs 
SHARE OF THE PROFITS. 

Jay Gould is defendant in a suit now on 
trial for the second time before Judge J. F. Daly, 
in the Common Pleas, Special Term. The plaintiff 
is William H. Marston. He seeks to compel Jay 
Gould to account to him for the profits of their 
joint dealings in Erie’ Railway stock. He asserts 
that in 1871 he entered into an agreement with Jay 
Gould according to which he was to purchase, 


through brokers, large blocks of Erie shares, the 
purchases at no time to exceed 50.000 shares in the 
aggregate. Gould, he says, guaranteed the pur- 
chases to the brokers, and was to have four-fifths 
of the profits of the speculations. He finally de- 
clares that Jay Gould sold the stock advantageous- 
ly. He demands an account of these purchases 
and sales, and a judgment for one-fifth of the 
profits upon the business. 

Jay Gould admits that he entered into an agree- 
ment with the ae ceaggen for the purchase of Erie 
stock, but explains that Marston failed to put 
money into the enterprise as he had contracted to 
jo. He says that Marston thus violated the 
contract and then abandoned it, and that he 
(Goulg) was compelled, by a depreciation of 
the value of Erie stock, to sell the shares 
at a large loss. On the first trial of the 
cause, the Referee gave a judgment for $16,721 81 
in favor of the plaintiff. ‘he Common Pleas, Gen- 
eral Term, affirmed the judgment, but the Court of 
Appeals reversed it, and ordered a new trial, hold- 
ing that the Referee erred in not permitting testi- 
mony to be put in as to sales of certain Erie shares 
held by Jay Gould. The defendant was on the 
witness stand almost all day yesterday. The case 
isstillon.

TWO TROUBLESOME MANIACS. 

John O'Neil, a tall, muscular man, attired 
like a longshoreman, entered St. Alphonsus’s Ro- 
man Catholic Church, in South Fifth-avenue, at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning, carrying a prayer-book 
in his hand.

If, as reported, ex-Gov. Morean has de- 
tlined the appointment tendered him of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, it is certainly unfor- 
tunate that he should not have had the 
thance to decline before his name was sent 
to the Senate. The mistake, if mistake it 
was, doubtless arose from premature as- 
purances sent from New-York by friends 
who were assumed to be able to speak 
for Mr. MorGan that there would be no 
serious difficulty in securing his acceptance 
of the nomination were it once made. The 
rumor about the President’s intention 
to offer the Treasury to  ex-Senator 
DonkLING is hardly worth attention. 
Desirous as Gen. ARTHUR may be to 
show his undiminished confidence in and at- 
jachment to Mr. ConKLING, we do not think 
nim capable of so egregiously foolish a style 
of doing it as would be the nomination in 
question. If Mr. Morcan has really de- 
clined, of which there are still some doubts, 
the President will doubtless be able to find 
‘an incumbent for the Treasury’ calcu- 
Jated to secure the approval of the 
country. The President’s reported inten- 
tion to accept the resignation of the Post- 
master-General and renominate him as 
his own successor, by way of manifesting 
*‘confidence in the ability and integrity ex- 
hibited py Mr. James in the administration 
pf the Post Office Department,”’ seems to 
indicate that the President fully appreciates 
the force of public opinion. 





'. A decidedly promising movement in Con- 
necticut in support of civil service reform 
jwas begun by a meeting in New-Haven yes- 
zerday afternoon. Many prominent public 
ynen, some from each of the principal par- 
om were either present or gave in their ad- 
veces An association, to act in co- 

peration with the National League, 
which has its head-quarters in this City, 
was formed. with ex-Gov. ANDREWS as 
President, and with Dr. Wootsry, Dr. Way- 
LAND, Mr. Davip A. WELLS, ex-Gov. Hus- 
BaRD, and the Hon. JeremMran Hasey 
among the officers. Mr. WELLS directed at- 
tention to the Pendleton bill as the proper 
pbjective point for the efforts of the asso- 
ziation. This organization in Connec- 
ticut shows that in that active lit- 
tle State the cause of civil service 
eform has taken a strong hold, and 
that its force is recognized by the leaders of 
opinion within as well as without political 
parties. Such centres of discussion and 
agitation are now found in many of the 
principal States of the Union, from Massa- 
chusetts to California, and there is no doubt 
‘that their influence will be felt at the next 
session of Congress. 


\ Peru is draining to the bitter dregs the cup 
of herhumiliation. Lawlessness reigns in the 
rapital, and outside of it society is reverting 
‘Zo its primitive state of savagery. The Chil- 
jans will neither’assume the responsibilities 
pf government themselves nor allow others

with the guilty, and murder is evidently done 


under color of law as well as in defiance 


of it. A more deplorable state of society 
has seldom existed in a community claiming 
to be civilized, and the inherent rottenness 


of the vanquished republic does not alto- 
gether explain its steadily increasing 


misfortunes, Conquest has its duties 


as well as its rights, and Chili will 
not improve her reputation before the world 
by her callous indifference to the one while 
very strenuously insisting on the other. 


The New-York Central and Hudson River 


Railroad is apparently determined to main- 


tain its independence in the matter of rates 
and fares to and from the West. While 
disclaiming all responsibility for the war of 
rates, it gives out now that it will be 


guided only by its own interests in 
the future. The Pennsylvania and the 
Baltimore and Ohio Roads give evi- 
dence of being sick of the contest by 
their movement for an advance of rates, in 
which they apparently expect their rivals to 
follow them, but they are not likely "to 
be able to restore, at least for some 
time to come, the old community 
of interests. They had most to gain 
by the combination and most to lose 
by its breaking asunder. Now the 
New-York roads are at liberty to regard 
their own interests alone, and are apparently 
able to take care of them. Perhaps we shall 
have an opportunity of observing the results 
of a genuine competition between trunk 
lines from the Westeto the sea-board. New- 
York is not likely to suffer by it. 


It can hardly be assumed that the citizens 
of the Eighth Senatorial District who have 
united to secure the election of a suitable 
representative in the State Senate will be con- 
tent with the name of Mr. Frepsrick W. 
Gipps. His chief title to the support 
of the party seems to be that he 
is the choice of Mr. CHARLES BLACKIE, 
but as Mr. BLackie’s typeof Republicanism 
is not unanimously approved in the district, 
it is just possible that his indorsement will 
not be equivalent toan election. Mr. Grszs 
also enjoys the dubious distinction of being 
supported by his relative, ‘‘Ep’’ PHELPs, to 
whose influence he is said to have owed the 
insertion of his name as a Commissioner 
in the bill known last Winter as the Fifth- 
avenue repavement job. On the whole, 
there seems to be a certain odor about the af- 
filiations of Mr. Grsps'calculatéd to offend 
the more fastidious class of Republicans in 
the Eighth District. It isnot easy to see how 
any candidate in that district can afford to 
dispense with the united Republican vote. 
Mr. StrRauan owed his election two years 
ago to the narrow majority of 30 votes, and 
even in the improbable event of a decrease 
of the Democratic vote this year, last night’s 
convention might have taken the trouble to 
make a nomination which would not insure 
a division among Republicans. 


THE BROOKLYN MAYORALTY. 


A conference was held yesterday between 
Gen. Tracy and Mr. Rrpiey Ropss, at 
which it was agreed that each of these gentle- 
men should withdraw his name as candidate 
for Mayor of Brooklyn, with the under- 
standing that the Republican convention 
should be called together and that Mr. 
SetH Low should be nominated by it. A 
call for the convention was accordingly 
issued promptly, and it will meet this after- 
noon at 3 o’clock, when Mr. Low will 
doubtless be named. His acceptance of the 
nomination is regarded as certain. 

This is a very satisfactory solution of the 
difficulty in Brooklyn, and it isa decided 
gain for sound principles in local adminis- 
tration. Mr. Low is in every sense an ex- 
cellent candidate. He is young and ener- 
getic and bears a high reputation as a busi-- 
ness man. Though without any experience 
in office, he has made a study of city af- 
fairs, and has shown perseverance, 
good judgment, and skill in the exam- 
ination of them. He has taken an 
active and influential part in politics, but is 
too intelligent to be a pronounced partisan 
and too modest and manly to join the ranks 
of the managers, and far too firm and honest 
to be their tool. There is no doubt that he 
would exercise the large appointing power 
that will be in the hands of the next Mayor 
with independence and caution, and that he 
would perform the important duty of super- 
vision with fidelity and sound judgment. It 
would be very difficult to pick out a man 
under whom the experiment of a thoroughly 
business management of the city administra- 
tion could be tried with greater promise of 
success. 

It is the more gratifying that he is about 
to be presented for the suffrages of his fel- 
low-citizens because he is entirely free, not 
only from sympathy, but from any associa- 
tion or complication, with the machine 
methods. He is admirably adapted to set 
on foot the administration of municipal af- 
fairs on a principle absolutely opposed to 
the politician’s notion. ; As a matter of fact 
the management of a city is not in any 
ordinary sense a political, but a pure- 
ly business, concern. It has to do 
with the care of the streets, the 
protection of health, the maintenance 
and prosecution of public works, the Police 
force, the collection and disbursement of 
revenue, and the general care of finances. 
There is in all this no room at all for politi- 
cal questions. Men may differ in national 
or in State politics who, if they are honest 
and sensible, cannot possibly differ in re- 
gard to these things. There is, of course, a 
choice of means, but the ends to be pursued 
are distinctly defined and generally recog- 
nized, and they require the important but 
simple qualities of a thorough business man. 
Energy, penetration, firmness, and decision 
of character, knowledge of men and capaci- 
ty for affairs, these are the requisites, and a 
Mayor’s Republicanism or Democracy, so 
far as concerns political doctrine, has no 
more to do with them than his Church con- 
nection or his preference in the matter of 
doctors. The bane of nearly every city is 
that its affairs have been managed with refer- 
ence to the interests of parties and partisans. 
City elections have been contests between 
national political parties, and the subordi- 
nate offices have been largely distributed to 
aid the partisan organization or to serve the 
schemes of partisan leaders. This, combined 
with the hopeless confusion of powers and 
the scattering of responsibility, has made the 
administration of our cities both weak and 
costly and frequently very corrupt. In no 
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city has this been more true than in Brooklyn. 


Mr. Low will go into the canvass with 


very good chances of success. He has 
behind him a special organization, the 
Young Republican Club, of which he has 
been an active member, and to whose effcc- 


tive work he has contributed much, He 


will have the hearty support of Mr. Ropgs’s 


friends, who can recognize in him all 
the essential qualities possessed by that 
gentleman, and can justly regard his nom- 
ination as a signal triumph of the principle 
for which they have labored. He will 


be very well liked by the better class 


of Democrats, who can in no way 


so effectively fight the Boss of their 
own party as by supporting him. And 
he will command at least the ordinary 
support of the regular Republican organiza- 
tion, for though he is not calculated to 
awaken the utmost enthusiasm of the 
‘‘workers,’’ he is in no way openly objec- 
tionable to them, and in his election lies the 
only possible chance of even the semblance 
of aparty success. At the same time, the 
citizens of Brooklyn must understand 
that they have a particular duty 
to perform in the next two weeks. 
The registration of Monday was larger 
than had been expected, and the vote on 
Nov. 8 will not fall far short of 90,000. 
According to the average of the last half- 
dozen elections, this would naturally be dis- 
tributed, 40,000 to the Republicans and 
50,000 to the Democrats, leaving the latter 
10,000 majority. But this average is made 
up of Democratic majorities ranging from 
less than 5,000 to more than 27,000. This 
year the Democrats will be probably 
doubly divided, first by the  candi- 
dacy of Gen. Stocum, should he re- 
main in the field, and second by the acces- 
sion of a certain number of Democrats to 
Mr. Low, should he accept the Republican 
nomination. But the facts remain that the 
voting population of Brooklyn is naturally 
Democratic by a large majority, and that the 
McLaughlin ring will fight with the energy 
of despair for the Mayor’s office, know- 
ing that to retain it now is substantially 
a renewal of their lease of power with large- 
ly increased opportunities, and its loss cer- 
tain ruin. Mr. Low can only be surely 
elected by hard and constant and well- 
directed work in the short time remaining. 
The most of this work must be that of 
organization and personal effort. Public 
meetings are well in their way, but they fall 
far- short of what is necessary. They pre- 
pare the voters for right action; the action 
itself depends very largely on thorough, 
well-planned individual labor, and it is to 
this that the leaders of the citizens’ move- 
ment must direct their attention. 


MR. BLAINE’S LETTER. 

It is not too much to say that the letter 
of instructions written last June by Secre- 
tary BLAINE to Mr. Lowe xt in London, and 
to each of the other American Ministers in 
Europe, is the best brief statement yet made 
of the American position in regard to the 
political control of the Panama Canal. Sent 
out four months ago, its publication through 
the medium of a Senate call is particularly 
timely just now—-so apposite, in fact, as 
almost to provoke a smile at its thrift, 
since, in a moment of - unprecedent- 
ed triendship of all the leading na- 
tions of Europe for our country, Mr. 
BuiarnE would seem disposed to harvest 
this good feeling at its maturity by pointing 
out that a practical form of proving it will 
be,to refrain from entering into that joint 
European guarantee of the neutrality of the 
canal which Colombia is believed to be in- 
viting, and which would form a European 
protectorate over the isthmus. The chief 
excellence of Mr. Buarne’s statement of 
the American position is that instead of 
basing itself on the oracular utterances of 
superannuated politics or upon the existence 
of a popular whim, it appeals to sound rea- 
son. Arguments on this subject have some- 
times fortified themselves with copious ex- 
tracts from the Messages of Presidents and 
from the speeches of orators of bygone gen- 
erations—interesting, doubtless, in them- 
selves, but presumably no more potent in 
determining the current action of European 
diplomacy than quotations from Pirt or 
CANNING would be in influencing ours of 
to-day. Mr. Buarne, it is true, cautions 
Mr. LowE.Lt not to represent our present 
policy as a new one, but this scauty ac- 
knowledgment of the continuing existence 
of the Monroe doctrine does not prevent him 
from basing his real argument upon practi- 
cal business considerations which should 
appeal to the common sense of the people of 


Europe. 
Mr. Buarne does not deny the need of a 
guarantee of neutrality for a successful 
interoceanic canal. He points out, indeed, 
that the United States by treaty gave such a 


guarantee to Colombia thirty-five years ago, 
and that since this guarantee docs not re- 
quire any reinforcement or accession or as- 
sent from any other power, the proposed 
superseding or even supplementing of it by 
a European guarantee would be ‘‘an un- 
called-for intrusion’’ into our field. The 
United States never have sought or arranged 
for exclusive privileges in precedence or 
tolls in time of peace on an interoceanic 
canal, and care nothing whether the stock is 
owned in Europe or elsewhere; but the 
geographical position of the United States 
as compared with that of European nations 
makes it inadmissible that the canal should 
be used against us in time of war. Above 
all, Mr. BuarneE points out that this canal 
must become one of the chief high- 
ways between our Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts; that it must be _ considered 
‘*substantially a part of our coast line;”’ 
and that the prodigious increase of our Pa- 
cific States in population and productivity 
makes it evident that the chief function of 
the Panama Canal would very soon be to 
furnish a water-way for our own domestic 
trade. ‘The States of Califorma and 
Oregon,”’ says Mr. Buatng, ‘‘and the Terri- 
tory of Washington, larger in area than 
England and France, produce for export 
more than a ton of wheat for each inhabit- 
ant, and the entire freights demanding 
water transportation eastward, already enor- 
mous, are augmenting each year with an 
accelerating ratio.’’ 


It seems to us that the ground upon 
“which Mr. Biatnz now puts the American 
position is impregnable, and that any action 
of European powers seeking to substitute 
their political guarantee for ours may fairly 


be considered unfriendly. The case would 


be somewhat analogous to our furnishing a 


guarantee of neutrality to Erypt—in case it 
had been asked and we had had the physical 
force to establish it—for the Suez Canal. 
The instincts and the good sense of 


our country have always restrained it 


from intruding in any way into 


the agreements of European powers 
for the neutrality of business highways in the 
Old World, where their interests are su- 
preme, while ours are comparatively slight. 
It would be but reciprocal action for Euro- 


pean powers, in like manner, to intrust to the 


United States the preservation of neutrality 
on an isthmusso near its own domains. All 
this leaves aside the antiquated notion of 
stump oratory that this country could not 
permit a European power to gain a new 


foothold in this hemisphere, on the ground 


that it is our manifest destiny to some day 
annex it all for ourselves. 

Three obstacles, for the present, prevent 
Mr. BuatIne’s logic from being perfect. The 
first is the existing poverty of our merchant 
marine; but this cannot, of course, perma- 
nently weigh against the principle for which 
Mr. Buarne contends. The second is the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850, which does 
not quite accord with Mr. Buarne’s tone; 
but that also need not remain a permanent 
obstacle. The third objection comes in the 
mortifying fact that Colombia herself is not 
satisfied with that guarantee of 1846 on which 
Mr. BuarnE relies, and she apparently desires 
to substitute a European guarantee for it. 
There is good reason, however, we think, to 
suspect that Colombia’s attitude is partly due 
to inefficient diplomacy. Mr. DigecumMann 
certainly did not render himself agreeable 
to those with whom he had to deal at Bo- 
gota; and the blundering Cheriqui job, 
which was undertaken without even decent 
reference to the wishes of Colombia, might 
well have offended that country. At all 
events, if the European powers refuse their 
guarantee, Colombia will probably look 
kindly again on ours. 


FENIANISM REVIVED. 


As all Irish political excitement ends, 
sooner or later, in Fenianism, it is not sur- 
prising that the present turmoil should bring 
to view a plot to kill the members of the 
British Government, the royal family, and 
sundry other objectionable persons. Home 
Rule and the Land League have not ex- 
isted as component parts of one system, 
but they are certainly very near akin in 
the minds of the Irish agitators. 
Home Rule would result in Irish 
independence in due course of time. 
The Land League agitation was only one 
of the various instrumentalities by which 
the same end was to be attained. Fenian- 
ism is the short cut to independence. All 
other forms and methods designed to arouse 
race prejudices and foster the idea of Irish 
nationality are slow and conservative as 
compared wjth the revolutionary rush which 
the Fenians are prepared to make. Of late 
years we have not heard much of Fenian- 
ism. Constitutional means have been adopt- 
ed by the Irish leaders, keeping ever in view 
the ultimate and peaceful accomplishment 
of the repeal of the union. 

Notoriously, the head-quarters of Fenian- 
ism must be sought in the United States. 
While the Home Rulers and the Land 
Leaguers have not been interfered with 
heretofore by the British authorities, 
Fenianism has been proscribed as an illegal 
organization. It is only recently that the 
Land League fell under the ban, and 
whether PARNELL and his coadjutors were 
arrested because their acts were illegal, or 
because their arrest was merely a prelim- 
inary to the Government’s proclamation of 
the unlawfulness of the League, it is now 
settled that the Government justifies the 
arrest by the subsequent proclamation. 
Fenianism, according to Irish-American 
ideas, is a bloody-minded business. There- 
fore, Fenianism is not safe in the British 
Isles. Whether Fenianism contemplates the 
invasion of Canada, the blowing up of the 
Mansion House, London, or the assassina- 
tion in detail of the royal family and mem- 
bers of the British Government, the main- 
spring of the organization must needs be in 
the United States. Therefore, we have a 
certain national interest in asking whether 
our Fenian friends are really preparing for 
a general slaughter of the British rulers, 

Mr. O’Donovan Rossa, as we all know, 
wallows in gore. Heis the most sanguinary 
person of modern times, There is no record 
of his having actually shed blood, or of his 
having caused blood to be shed. But all his 
talk is gory. ‘‘Extermination’’ has ever 
been his battle-cry; and, if he had his own 
way, the royal family and aristocracy of 
Great Britain would not live a week. The 
disciples of the Land League, so far as 
their actions prove anything, draw the line 
at landlords. The assassination of land- 
owners, especially of unpopular land-own- 
ers, isa laudable pursuit in Ireland. The 
American Irishmen, as represented in their 
various and frequent conventions, are more 
in the vein of the gory O’Donovan Rossa. 
When the Doterel man-of-war blew up, it 
was immediately claimed by our Fenian fel- 
low-citizens that this was the work of the 
skirmishing fund. Mr. O’Doxnovan Rossa 
and his associates, it then appeared, would 
not draw the line at landlords. They would 
massacre innocent British tars whose only 
offense consists in their serving ona war 
ship of the British Government. 

Nevertheless, the story started in London 
to the effect that Fenian mails from this 
country to England have lately been numer- 
ous and important, and that the assasination 
of Mr. Guapstong, Sir WittraAm Har- 
court, Mr. W. E. Forster, and certain 
objectionable members of the royal family 
has been determined upon is indignantly 
scouted by the Irish press. The Dublin 
Freeman’s Journal, for example, says that 
the tale is monstrous, absurd, and wicked, 
and that even the Irishman’s fiercest ene- 
my would not believe that he ‘‘ would 
stoop to the crime of assassinating Guap- 
STONE or Forster.’’ And the Jrish Times 
considers the revelations insane. If Ameri- 
can Fenians are told by their leaders that 
shooting landlords is an honest occupation, 
that the Doterel was blown up and her crew 
killed by New-York house-maids and labor- 
ers, and that London isto be exploded by 
one blow upon arow of buildings constructed 
of dynamite bricks, they must be bothered 
entirely by the indignant disavowals of 


the Irish newspapers. Would it be any 


worse to kill ‘“‘ Buckshot’ Forster than an 


average Irish land-owner? Shall the skir- 


mishing fund be drawn upon for the expense 
of blowing up a British man-of-war and her 
crew, and Mr. GLADSTONE bé spared? Mr. 
O’Donovan Rossa has repeatedly cau- 


tioned his Irish fellow-citizens against buy- 


ing passenger tickets on ocean steamers not 


allowing him a commission for doing busi- 
ness for them, the same being notoriously 
liable to explosion from infernal machines. 
Are the unsuspecting and guileless persons 
on these doomed ships to be sent to the 


bottom of the sea while an effete royal 


family is to be permitted to go unscathed ? 
These contradictions must attract the atten- 
tion of the observant reader. Here, where 
the drum must be kept beating in order to 
draw contributions to the skirmishing fund, 
assassinations are daily promised, like spec- 
tacular performances. On the other side, 
where the gore is to be spilled, and where the 
assassins, if any, are to do their dreadful 


work, the managers roar as gently as any 
sucking dove. 





CANINE MENDICANCY. 

The prevalence of mendicancy among 
dogs is one of the most painful features of 
civilization. It has been, or rather it ought 
to have been, truthfully said that just in 
proportion as man becomes civilized he asso- 
ciates himself with dogs. Hence, we find 
that in Europe and America dogs are very 
numerous, and that in our large cities they 
form an important part of the population. 
In this City we are suffering from an excess 
of dogs, and while most of these dogs are 
the inmates of homes more or less luxuri- 
ous, there are many that are homeless and 
friendless. These homeless dogs find all the 
paths of honest canine industry closed to 
them. They cannot obtain situations as 
watch-dogs, as fox-hounds, or as biters of 
the legs of gas-meter inspectors. Being thus 
without any way of making a reputable 
living they fall into habits of mendi- 
cancy, and the result is that we have among 
us a large dog element of the’ population 
which lives entirely upon the charity of 
kind-hearted men and women. 

There was a time when a dog beggar was 
almost unknown. = Of course, occasional 
dogs whose appetite had been tempted by 
the sight of delicacies would sometimes ask 
a human friend for a bone, or a bit of cake, 
but there isa vast difference between the 
frank expression of aninnocent desire on 
the part of a dog, and the whining appeal 
for charity on the part of a professional beg- 
gar. The wretched dog tramp that waylays 
peopie on the street, or sneaks around the 
back doors of suburban houses, begging for 
acrust, or for refuse victuals, has lost all 
sense of shame, and is a disgrace to his race 
and to. the community in which he lives. 


Investigations into the condition of men- 
dicant dogs have recently been made by a 
noted friend of dogs, and his report contains 
facts full of interest and importance. The 
art of beggary has been brought to a high 
degree of perfection among our outcast 
dogs, who display a skill in appealing to our 
sympathies which few human beggars have 
equaled. Noone who studies the tricks of 
mendicant dogs can doubt for a moment 
either that the dogs possess reasoning 
powers or that they are able to adopt the 
ideas and customs of men. 

For example, there is a well-known dog 
who ‘‘ begs’’—to use a professional verb— 
the district of Queens County. This dog 
appeals for help on the ground that his right 
fore leg was broken while he was in the 
Army, and is entirely useless. As he pre- 
sents himself at-a back door, with his lame 
leg doubled up under him, or as be limps 
painfully away on three legs and with a 
despairing tail, he is a most pathetic ob- 
ject. Few women fail to respond to his 
whining petition!for bones, and few men are 
so unfeeling as_to throw at him a stone or 
a harsh word. Nevertheless, there is noth- 
ing whatever the matter _ with this 
dog’s leg, as was lately © discovered 
by a leading , citizen of ; Jamaica. 
The . dog had ° visited ; Mr. Sammis’s 
back door, and had received his expected 
bone, which he secreted temporarily in order 
to converse at his ease with a respectable 
dog who happened to be passing along the 
street. The two became quite friendly, and 
in a short time the lame dog forgot his lame- 
ness and ran and jumped with all four of his 
legs in active operation. - The leading citi- 
zen, disgusted at this evidence of the 
dog’s duplicity, suddenly appeared ' at 
the front gate with a club, but the 
animal on seeing him instantly ceased 
playing, dropped his tail, and doubling 
up his left leg began to limp piteously 
away. Presently a thought struck him. He 
perceived that in his hurry he had doubled 
up the wrong leg. With the most bare- 
faced impudence, he unbent his left fore leg, 
doubled up his right fore leg, and went on 
his limping way. That this dog habitually- 
shammed lameness of the right fore leg 
merely in order to excite sympathy was 
clearly shown, and when it is mentioned 
that on inquiry the leading citizen afterward 
discovered that the dog was only four years 
old, and hence could not possibly have been 
in the Army during the civil war, the full ex- 
tent of his duplicity is manifest. 


While many dogs falsely profess to be 
lame others pretend that they are blind of 
one eye, or suffering from some terrible skin 
disease. Mendicant dogs are often seen on 
the wharves where molasses casks are dis- 
charged. They rub themselves against a 
leaky cask and when they have become 
thoroughly sticky they roll themselves on an 
ash heap. Then, covered with ashes, they 
beg from door to door, asserting that they 
have been blown up by steam boilers, 
scalded by wicked cooks, or afflicted with 
canine leprosy. At the end of a day’s beg- 
ging they wash themselves, and, having re- 
sumed their normal appearance, plunge into 
the midnight orgies in which they take their 
depraved pleasure. 

Many dogs find begging a very profit- 
able business. They are able to accumulate 
large stores of bones, which they sell to less 
fortunate dogs, or to homeless cats who 
have been unsuccessful in mouse-hunting. 
These successful dogs become fat and lazy, 
and often retire from business to live in idle 
luxury on their accumulated bones. Their 
morals are, asa rule, no better than those of 
other mendicant dogs, and the less that is 
said on this subject the better. 

What is needed to break up the profession 
of mendicancy among dogs is to furnish 


them with honest employment. As we have 


societies for doing everything for all sorts of 


disreputable men, let us have a Canine Em- 
ployment Society that will find situations 
for homeless dogs—either in the hunting 
field, as watch-dogs, or as companions for 


lonesome men and women. No dog will 


beg who can earn his living respectably, and 


it needs but a little organized effort to give 
every vagrant dog an opportunity to become 
an honest, self-supporting, and moral animal. 





The reorganization of the corps of sappers 
and miners under the statute of 1873 providing 


forsuch a service as an appanage of the Fire De- 


partment may serve to direct the attention of 
scientific men to some of the problems that have 
been developed during the last ten years, and 
render the work of subduing a _ conflagra- 
tion far more complex and difficult than 
formerly. The test and registry of pressure on 
the street hydrants which was mentioned in these 
columns the other day as a feature introduced into 
the department in consequence of the present 
scarcity of water should not be discontinned when 
the peril arising from that source is withdrawn, 
but rather regarded as astep in the organization 
of the service on principles of scientific engineer- 
ing. That the average pressure of water in 
our hydrants end the comparative pres- 
sure in different districts of the City have re- 
mained so long unmeasured and unrecorded, 
save from occasional tests, isa curious fact that 
shows how practical efficiency may coexist with 
inexactness of details, and how ofteninthe most 
important concerns of life the data essential to the 
highest and most efficient precision in the applica- 
tion of,means to ends are overlooked and neglect- 
ed. As Commissioner Van Cort observed during a 
recent interview, the mode of building that 
has prevailed during tne last ten years has 
constantly brought new questions to the consid- 
eration of the Commissioners, with a constant 
demand for more powerful engines and a more 
highly trained skill and intelligence in their man- 
agement. One of the causes that have operated to 
produce this result has been the introduction of 
the elevator and the greatly increased height of 
buildings that has followed. Comparing our re- 
cently erected structures of the higher class with 
the finest erected a few years ago, it will be readily 
seen that the difficulties arising from this source 
alone, as, one by one, along our business thorough- 
fares old structures are supplanted by new ones, 
will form a very important factor. And the factor 
is one that involves two considerations—first, how 
to save the lives of the inmates of the upper sto- 
ries in cases of sudden emergency, and, secondly, 
howto stop the progress of a fire whose mate- 
rials for combustion are placed at such a dizzy 
elevation. There is scarcely a practical limit to 
the height to which a column of water may 
be projected with a sufficiently powerful steam 
engine. In respect to the second consideration, 
therefore, larger and more powerful engines have 
been relied upon to meet the emergency, and each 
year has been marked by additional horse-power 
in the projection of the column of water and an 
increase in the calibre and force of column pro- 
jected. These improvements, however, have barely 
kept pace with the increased proportions of busi- 
ness and public structures, while as to life-saving 
methods very little invention has been used, and 
they remain substantially the same as before. 
ree 

When the report of the capture of Herat by 
Kupvus Khan was first announced, a week ago, 
those who knew anything about Afghanistan af- 
fairs—and probably there are no more turbulent 
politics on the face of the earth except it be among 


the South American Republics—were inclined tor 


doubt it. There were several reasonsto justify 
this doubt. In the first place, after being defeated 
by Ayrous Khan eastward of Kandahar, Aspur- 
RAHMAN, the Ameer elected by the British Govern- 
ment, succeeded in gathering himself together, and 
in turn inflicting a defeat upon Ayovusn, who only, 
however, lost some 200 men out ofan army of 20,- 
000. All that Ayrovs had to do was to retire back 
upon Herat just as leisurely as he did when Gen. 
Roserts defeated a portion—and that a very 
small portion—of his troops at Mazra, afew miles 
from Kandahar. He had every reason to believe 
he had no enemy in his rear, for he always took 
good care to keep his enemies in front, so that he 
might be able to march back into Herat without 
opposition in the event of any misfortune occur- 
ring. Suddenly Kupts Khan appears upon the 
scene and by some extraordinary means over- 
throws Ayovs inno time and seizes the western 
capital of Afghanistan. Now, whois Kupus Khan? 
and how did it come about that he was able to en- 
counter ArouB as soon as he had retired from 
Kandahar to Herat? In au elaborate reply recent- 
ly made by Sir Barrire Frere to Mr. Guap- 
STONE With refererce to some. scathing 
strictures passed by the ° Premier upon 
Sir Bartie’s Afghan policy, the names of most of 
the Afghan leaders are mentioned, but one 
searches in vain for the name of Kupts Khan. 
The explanation of the sudden upspringing of this 
mysterious General probably liesin the fact that 
Kunuvs is one of the chieftains whom ABpDURRAH- 
MAN met when he was in exile in Bokhara, and 
that the latter had entered into secret negotia- 
tions with him to assist him with mento estab- 
lish him firmly upon the throne at Kabul, AspurR- 
RAHMAN, Who has the reputation of being a singu- 
larly shrewd warrior, has probably been decoying 
Ayous eastward of Kandahar in order that his 
friend Kupus might be able to march quietly down 
from Kabul and intercept Ayoun between Kanda- 
har and Herat. The result of this admirable strat- 
egy is now known, for the cable dispatches yester- 
day morning report that the news of the capture of 
Herat by Kupvus Khan, and the consequent flight of 
Ayovs Khan, is confirmed by the Zimes’s corre- 
spondent in Quettah, which, however, is a very 
long Way both from Kandahar and Herat. 
a 
It is only just now, after the elevated roads 
have been in operation for about three years, that 
the officials are apparently putting forth experi- 
mental efforts to supply a motor on the roads 
which will be less of a nuisance than the present 
style of locomotive in use by the Manhattan Com- 
pany. Last Sunday, for the first time, cars were 
drawn over the tracks by other than a puffing, 
snorting, iil-smelling, dusty, noisy, and uncouth- 
looking contrivance. Onthat day a train of four 
cars carrying between fifty and sixty people was 
run over the Second-avenue railroad by means of a 
compressed air motor. The trial trip was made 
from One Hundred and Twent}-seventh-street to 
Forty-second-street and return, and it took the 
motor nineteen minutes to make the down trip, in- 
cluding the usual stops at intervening stations, 
and fifteen minutes to return, the present regular 
running time for that distance being twenty min- 
utes each way. The motor used in the experiment 
contains four tanks, in which compressed air is 
stored, and which sustain a pressure of 600 pounds 
to the square inch. It started on its journey with 
a pressure of 580 pounds to the inch, and when the 
experiment was over hada surplus.of 125 pounds 
of force. Theclaim of the inventor is that, with 
proper facilities at each end of the road, the 
motor can be completely charged in from 
two to three minutes’ time, and it is 
further asserted that by its use all the now 
existing objectionable features of the dirty smoke, 
the coal gas, and the puifing noise will be obviated, 
without any decrease in the speed of the trains, 
All who travel on the elevated road, especially 
those known as the * New-York” lines on the Third 
and Ninth avenues, and who have been subjected 
to the constant annoyance of the snort of the 
smoke-pipe, the offensive odor of gas, and had 
their eyes and clothing injured by the flying cin- 
ders, can readily appreciate the very great increase 
of comfort that would ensue if these things were 
abolished. The experiment in question appears to 
have demonstrated that it is possible to do away 
with these drawbacks to comfortable rapid transit 
in the City, and it will, therefore, be interesting to 
watch what action the railroad officials will adopt 
toward utilizing the means thus placed in their 
power of materially increasing the comfort of the 
public.

It appears that the 
new system of duplicate wires, improved by the 
addition of simple contrivances, has been success- 
fully tried. and is likely to supplaat the faulty 


magneto system recently used. By the improved 
pian, the wires are practically made duplex, so that 
subscribers can talk on the same circuit, if neces 


sary, without the aid of any central station 
operator, and two or more signal stations 
may be operated on the same circuit. By 
simply tapping a small key at any Station, 


subscribers may secure immediate commnuni- 
cation with any desired spot, and by the 


duplexing of the wires their number is very largely 


reduced and an objectionable feature very ap- 
preciably remedied. Further than this, the new 
system abolishes the old magreto crank and other 
awkward and delaying appliances and greatly 
simplifies the machinery of communication, while 
rendering it also possible to reduce the expense of 


operating the apparatus, The improved syster 
was tried recently at stations in Augusta, Ga, and 


Richmond, Va., and it was found that subseribers 

were able to signal and talk with each other with- 

out difficulty over the same circuit, thus apparent: 

ly demonstrating the entire practicability of the 

improvement. Its general introduction in this city 

cannot be too quickly accomplished for public 

convenience, and it is important that the merit it 
possesses of doingaway witha great multiplicity 

of wires shall be at once taken advantage of. The 

time is probably coming when telephone wires, ag 

well as telegraphic circuits, will be constructed un- 

der ground exclusively, but as this isone of those 
needed improvements which, in the nature of 
things, seem to require a remarkable length of 
time for their consummation, it is wise to take 
prompt advantage of tho lesser benefits that wil] 
accrue from the adoption of the duplex system, 
and thus keep the evils of tangled wires at a mini- 
mum, until the day at iast arrives when all the out- 
dvor appliances of telephonic and telegraphic com- 
munication shall be buried out of sight and out of 
harm’s way in the ground.

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CHURCH IN STATE AFFAIRS 


JHE WORK OF 1H# PRESENT EPIS- 
COPAL CONGRESS. 
BISHOP HARTIS’s PLEA FOR CHRISTIANITY IN 
, 
SECULAR MATTERS—BISHOP CLARK 8 AD- 
DRESS ON THE SCOPE OF THE CONGRESS 
—CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

Provipence, R. I., Oct. 25.—The seventh 
annual meeting of the American Episcopai Church 
Congress began its sessions this morning with the 
celebration of the holy communion in Grace 
Church. Bishop Thomas M. Clark, of Rhade 
Island, was the celebrant, and in the chancel with 
him were Bishop Harris, of Michigan; Bishop Per- 
ry, of Iowa; the venerable Bishop of Toronto, the 
Rev. Dr. George D. Wildes, the General Secretary 
of the Congress; the Rev. Dr. Edward Har- 
wrood, of New-Haven, and the Rey. Dr. 
David H. Greer, the Rector. The church was well 
Sled with clergymen and laymen, most of whom 
were evidently those who propose to attend the 
faily sessions of the congress. In the audience 
there were many of the leading clergy of the 
Episcopal Church, New-York and New-Eng- 
land being particularly represented. The note- 
worthy feature of the service: at the 
church, besides the sacramental celebration, 
was the address of Bishop Harris. He is one of the 
most progressive men among the American Bish- 
ops. has a strong feeling that the Episcopal Church 
is something more than a stereotyped reflection of 
the Church of England, and has the courage of his 
opinions. It was not likely that he would travel 
all the way from Michigan to the city of Roger 
Williams without a message, and his address, 
though short, struck the key-note of the spirit and 
meaning of the congress. 

It was a free-handed speech, and in substance 
was what follows: “Jesus Christ, the reigning 
Saviour, Is present in the affairs and administra- 
tions of men. He is our contemporary. The Church 
ls the witness that He belongs to this age. His in- 
carnation has never cometoanend. The Jesus 
who met the little ones of Galilee and whom St. 
Stephen and St. Paul saw is the One who is 
with us to-day. My purpose is to bring out 
distinctly the fact that Jesus is our con- 
temporary and our Kirg The Christ is met to-day 
by tue anti-Christ in those who deny His divinity 
as truly as He was met in this personal life in 
Judea, but none the less for this opposition 
is He this world’s governor, and our con- 
temporary and leader. He rules the Church 
which is to rule the world. All buman 
interests are within Lis scope, becanse He 
is @ Man, ana nothing human is foreign to Him. 
is Church includes all the agencies which are 
beipful to man’s well-being. Science, art. labor, 
tomrmerce, education, come within Bis scope and 
that of HisChurch. Why does His Church in this 
land have nothing todo with these matters? In 
the golden prime of Christianity the kingdoms of 
the world were the kingdoms of Christ. Pharisee- 
ism broke this up in other days, and with us Puritan- 
ism has Jargely take the Church out of the world. 
The great agencies of this land are too much be- 
yond the control of religion. The schools, the 
press, the commerce, the industrial movements of 
the age do not show the Christ as the present gov- 
srnor of the world. What is the way back? Let 
Church congresses make their voices be heard. 
When their message is fully heard it will be that 
of a present Christ and the divine man in the world. 

After the communion service at the church the 
audience went to Low’s Opera-house, where the 
daily sessions are to be he!a, to hear Bishop Clark’s 
address. The Bishop was one of the chief promot- 
ers of the Chureh Congress at its inception in 1874, 
end in the early part of his remarks quite fully 
described the progress made since the idea of an 
American Congress originated in Trinity Church. 
New-Haven, about eight years ago. He welcomed 
the Congress with peculiar satisfaction to the 
Diocese of Rhode Island, he said. because the 
State was the first in the records of the 
world where it was considered safe and proper 
to recognize the absolute right of private judg- 
ment in matters of faith. “It was not at 
Bll strange,” he said, “‘when this Church 
Congress was first conceived and planned, that it 
Bhouid have been regarded by many of our clergy 
and laity with a certain degree of distrust. New 
things are not popular in the Episcopal Church; 
and if the floodgates of free talk were to be 
opencd, it was feared that disastrous conse- 
quences might ensue. There may still be found 
pmong our most venerated leaders some who 
continue to doubt whether it is expedient to 
make public proclamation of our differences; and 
they also question the wisdom of identifying the 
church in any way with a certain class of questions 
which have heretofore been excluded from our 
touncils and our pulpits. These seruples 
ire to be respected, and undoubtedly there 
is some likelinood that mischievous and foolish 
things may be said occasionally on the Congress 
platform; although I think all must allow that we 
have thus far been wonderfully delivered from 
tverything of thissort. The congress has already 
Jone much to vindicate our Church from the 
itereotyped charge of being ‘beiind the times,’ 
*r exclusively devoted to the promulgation 
f a certain class of ecclesiastical opinions. 
There is a true science and a true philosophy, 
which are in perfect accord with a true theology, 
and the day of reconciliation will come when 
science and philosophy and theology are ail 
purged of their blemishes and errors, combining 
to give us a complete revelation of the mind and 
the will of God. We shall reach this result 
not by discouraging investigation and trying to re- 
press inquiry, but by letting in the licht from ail 
sides and keeping ali the windows open. This is 
the principle upon whieh this Church Congress is 
founded; its practice is, not to denounce, but to 
inguire—not to affirm, but to prove. It ap- 
peals to the rational faculty as the basis 
of faith, and in accoraance with the apostolic 
precept, we would prove, apart from the text, 
6}! things, in order that we may hold fast only that 
which is good. The aim of this Congress is edificn- 
tion, or the building up, with such materials 
and in such a way that the structure will be 
likely to stand. And we give great prominence 
to practical subjects because, im an age 
like this, there is nothing more likely to turn 
men to the Church than to show them what the 
Church is capable of doing. If the kingdom of 
Cirist had continued in all ages to represent the 
doctrine and spirit of its divine preacher, the world 
would have been converted long ago and unbelief 
would be impossible. 

The President then introduced the Rev. Dr. 
Wildes, who gave the memorial address, in which 
Epecial mention was made of the late Rev. Drs. 
Vinton, Osgood, Washburn, and Rudder, ali of 
whom had been the foremost promoters of the 
Congress. 

At the evening session the opera-house was 
crowded. The topic of discussion was civil service 
reform. The discussion was opened by a paper 
read by the Hon. Charles Gibbins, of Phil- 
edelphia, who considered the history of 
civil service reform in_ eras. “One great 
object to be sought in its reform is the pro- 
tection of the President from oppressive demands 
for office. The system of competitive examinations 
has been fairly tested and proved efficient, but the 
merit system alone cannot bring relief. The act of 
Congress of 1820, limiting the term of certain offices 
to four years, allows the President to be harassed 
by hordes of partisans demanding office.” 

Mr. Seth Low, of Brooklyn, argued that the sys- 
tem of patronage in the civil service made the na- 
tional Government a factor in local contests, and 
its possible control over the machinery of 
elections was hostile to the expression of 
popular willin nominations. Administration and 
egislation turned largely upon patronage, which 
engrossed the thoughts of both officers and legis- 
lators, demoralized civil service by favoring 
the selection. of improper clerks, and placed 
the chance of Government employment 
&s a prize to be won and kept by personal or partv 
avarice. Civil service reform proposed as a rem- 
edy legislation to limit in every way the scope of 
patronage, and in this way bad England redeemed 
perself. k 

y > td : 

Edward P. Wheeler, of New-York, who is Chair- 
man of the National League for Civil Service 
Reform, after speaking of the evils of the 
spoils system, stated the proposed reme- 
fies. He advocated making civil service a 
listinct profession, as much so as_ the 
law, medicine, or the ministry. Candidates shou!d 
be examined as to their peculiar fitness for the 
piiceto be competed for. If they passed the ex- 
amination they should be placed on probation, 
and then, if competency was shown, be retained 
Inthe office permanently. He answered forcibly 
the arguments against this plan, and claimed that 
it was a distinctively American plan. In this work 
of reform the Church, ne said, should make itself 
powerfully felt. In so doing it would only be 
working in the spirit of its Founder, the great Re- 
former. 

Francis Lynde Stetson, of New-York, approved 
the Willis and Pendleton bills, strongly denounced 
sie assessment of the New-York Custom-house 


rlerks now being made, urged the necessity of pub- 
ie recognition of the evil of the present civil ser- 
vice system, and denied that the proposed reform 
was un-American, for Jeflerson’s system was like 
that proposed by the reformers.

FOUND BY EIS WIFE IN THE INSANE HOS- 
PITAL AT WARD’S ISLAND. 

The mystery surrounding the disappearance 
of the Liverpool merchant, Nicholas Ten Bosch, 
has at last been solved, and the missing man has 
been found alive and confined in the insane asylum 
at Ward’s Island. Mr. Ten Bosch is the senior 
partner of the firm of Ten Bosch & Clerc, grain 
merchants in Liverpool, and has also a house én 
San Francisco under the name of Ten Bosch & Co. 
Of late Mr. Ten Bosch’s health has been failing, 
and he showed symptoms of insanity. His physi- 
cian advised him to take a sea voyage to restore 
his physical and mental vigor, and accordingly Mr. 
Ten Bosch sailed for the United States. On 


arriving in New-York he put up at the New- 
York Hotel, where he staid until Sept.9. From 
that date up to the 14th of that month nothing was 
known of his whereabouts. On that day he telo- 
graphed from Jersey City to his wife in Liverpool 
stating thet he would suil for home by the steamer 
Bothnia. His wife became uneasy as he did not 
arrive, and accordingly came to this City in search 
of him. About the 19th of September Mr. Ten 
Bosch slept one night at the Pennsylvania 
Hotel, Jersey City. and early the next morn- 
ing he lett, leaving behind him an_ivory- 
handled cane. Mrs. Ten Bosch arrived in this 
City on Thursday last, and called on Mr. Burlage, 
the Consul of Holland in New-York. Mr. Burlage 
sent a description of the missing man to Chief of 
Police Murphy, of Jersey City, and Detective Bowe, 
who instituted a search for him learned that Mr.Ten 
Bosch's baggage had been taken to the house of 
Julius Ude, of No. 9 Avenue A, in this City. A visit 
to Mr. Ude revealed the fact that a brother of his, 
August, had come to his house on Sept. 20, and 
the following day was arrested for drunkenness, 
sent to Blackwell’s Island, and there died of deliri- 
um tremens. Baggage checks of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad were found in August’s hands, and Ude 
weut to the railroad office to obtain the baggage, 
which he found in Mace’s express office, on West- 
street. but which he could not obtain until he took 
out letters of administration, and got the trunk. 
On opening it he saw that it did not belong to his 
brother and then repacked it. Mre. Ten 
Bosch identified the contents as belonging 
to her husband. Among them were _ bot- 
tles of medicine obtained in Pittsburg, 
Penn. Detectives Handy and Fogarty, of 
the Fifth Precinct, were given charge of the case 
in order to recover the property. Capt. Eakins be- 
ing satisfied that Ten Bosch was the man who on 
the 15th of September had reported the loss of a 
watch on Desbrosses-street, and who under the 
name of Nicholas Dumont or Beaumont, as he 
variously gave it, had been sent to Ward’s Island 
on the supposition that he was_ insane. 
This proved to be the case, and on 
visiting the hospital the wife recegnized 
her husband, though he, suffering from paralytic 
insanity, failed to recognize her. The slicers of 
the Pennsylvania Road yesterday learned that a 
portion of Mr. Ten Bosch's baggage was at Coun- 
c:] Bluffs, Iowa, en route to San Francisco, where 
it is supposed its owner was going. Probably on 
reaching Pittsburg he turned back and his baggage 
wenton. Mrs. Ten Bosch*will at once remove her 
husband to some private institution.

A BRIDGE GIVES WAY. 


DRIVER AND TEAM FALL INTO THE PASSAIC 
RIVER. 

An accident of a serious rature, though for- 
tunately unattended by fatal consequences, oc- 
curred at the free bridge between Newark and 
Harrison yesterday. Some time ago the bridge was 
found to need repairs, and it was decided to put in 
anew centre pier. To do this it became necessary 
to erect a temporary bridge for the accommodation 
of travel, which is always very heavy between the 
two cities, the road crossing the bridge being the 
thoroughfare between New-York and Newark. 
The temporary structure was provided with a 
draw, so arranged that half of it was drawn back 
upon the main structure on each side. Yesterday 
morning James Hendershot, the driver of one of 
the Marvin Safe Company’s four-horse trucks, un- 
dertook to cross the bridge with a large safe. Just 
as the truck reached the centre of the draw it 
gave. The two forward horses broke loose and 
succeeded in crossing the bridge, but the 
other two, with the truck, safe, and driver, 
fell into the river. Hendershot swam to some piles, 
where me haintained himself until a boat went to 
his rescue. Some persons in another boat went to 
the assistance of the horses, one of which was cut, 
loose and towed to adock at Newark, where it 
was hoisted out, only slightly injured. The other 
herse was drowned. It was valued at $400. The 
truck and safe will be raised as soon as_ the 
necessary arrangements can be made. J W. 
Woodruif, of the Essex. Freeholders, who 
bas charge for Essex and Hudson Counties, by 
which the bridge is maintained, says that neither 
county can be held responsible, as John F. Ward, 
of Jersey City. who is the contractor for the re- 
pairs, also agreed to erect the temporary structure 
and make it sufficiently strong to meet any de- 
mands that might be made upon it.

CHARGED WITH THE MURDER OF JENNIE

RESTORING THE OLD RATES 


A PROBABLE SPEEL:Y END OF THE 
RAILROAD WAR. 

WHAT IS SAID OF THE INCREASE IN PRICES 
AT THE VARIOUS RAILWAY OFFICES— 
SOME CONTRADICTORY STATEMENTS. 

“No, Sir, I do not think the war on passen- 
ger rates is at an end,” said a prominent officer of 
the New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
yesterday afternoon in the Grand Central Depot to 

a reporter of Tue Times, who asked him whether 

the action of the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 

Ohio Railroad Companies in doubling the rates to 

Chicago from New-York and Boston did not mean 

that the long struggle for through business was 

drawing to a Close. It is well known that the 

Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio, which 

operated together, started the fight and made the 

main issue with the New-York Central. The Grand 

Trunk of Canada and the Erie formed a third line, 

and went into the contest simply to secure a share 

of the business. In explaining why he did not 
consider the war over, the railroad man said: 

“Just so long as the Pennsylvania Road 

takes passengers from Boston we shall have 

trouble. The competition may subside for a 

while, but it will be brought forth again, no one 

can tell when. The fare from Boston to New-York 
is $5. The regular rates from Boston to Chicago 
are $21, and from New-York to Chicago $20. The 
difference, you see, is only $1. The Pennsylvania 

Road only runs to New-York, and it pays $5 for 

each passenger brought from Boston to New-Yors, 

and 75 cents for transportation in this City. That 
brings the real value of tickets from this City to 

Chicago down to $15 25. Now you can readily 

understand how it is that the difficulties never can 


be adjusted as long as the Pennsylvania Koad per- 
sists in going out of its province and taking passen- 
gers through from Boston to Chicago. People 
coming to New-York can buy tickets to Chicago in 
Boston and sell them when they reacn this City 
below the regular rates.” 

“It is true, is it not, that Mr. Vanderbilt was in 
no way responsible for the war, and simply fol- 
lowed when the others led in cutting the rates 2” 

“Yes. We said, ‘Gentiemen, if you are deter- 
mined to cut, let’s go at it deliberately, instead of 
permitting the scalpers to doit in a small way.’ We 
certainly were able to-stand it as long as the other 
roads, on account of the heavy local business, but 
at the same time! do not want to be understood 
as having been in favor of tne fight. In regard to 
the future, I can only say that we shall be governed 
entirely by circumstances. As yet, we have not 
advanced our rates, but we shall do 80 at once. 
The fact is, the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 
Ohio Roads could not afford to keep up the fight 
any longer, and were glad enough to end it.” 

* Will the Vanderbilt lines follow the Pennsylva- 
nia Road in the advance in freight rates which was 
made to-day?’ 

**Our roads are not governed atall by any others. 
We regulate our rates by the amount of business 
almost entirely. Of course, the general freight 
war has had something to do with low rates, but I 
can say that the action of the Pennsylvania Road 
has not influenced us in this respect in the slightest. 
The rates for freight from the West are made in 
Chicago, and were increased, as announced in your 
dispatches, because we could not supply the cars 
required. A great many cars are standing on side 
tracks in the West, loaded. The epizooty is raging 
to such an extent among the horses that itis abso- 
lutely impossible to draw the freight away from 
the stations ata great many points. There is one 
thing whichI might say, perhaps, and that is that 
we will carry grain to New-York for exportation as 
cheaply as it can be taken to Baltimore.” 

* Did you lose or make money by carrying grain 
at the low rates ?”’ 

**T will answer you by saying that a great deal 
more money was earned by keeping our cars busy 
than by adhering to the high rates and doing little 
business.” 

At the general office of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
read, in this City, it was learned thatin al! proba- 
bility another advance will be made before long, 
and that it is not anticipated that rates will go 
down again. One of the officers of the road said 
the New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
Company was more to blame for the war than any 
other road. If did not want the Pennsylvania or 
Baltimore and Ohio to do any business in New- 
England, and threw everything in the way of those 
roads thatit could. As the rates for freight from 
the West are made in Chicago, no information 
could be given on this point. 

Mr. C. K. Lord, General Passenger Agent of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, said that the Pein- 
syivania Road and its road had led the Vanderbilt 
system a chase, and would now put the prices back 
up where they belonged. leaving the other lines to 
follow. Mr. Lord thought that the war was at an 
end, and he anticipated that inashort time the 
regular rates—$21 from Boston to Chicago and $20 
from New-York—would rule onall lines. He felt 
sure that tickets would not reach the war rates 
again. 

When the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
Roads sold tickets from Boston to Chicago for $6 
they received only 25cents of thatamount. As 
stated, it costs them $5 to bring a passenger from 
Boston to New-York over the New-York ana New- 
England Railroad, and 75 cents for transportation 
in this City, leaving the companies 25 cents for the 
remainder of the journey to Chicago. 

Mr. J. Buckley, General Eastern Passenger Agent 
of the Erie and Grand Trunk Railways, said that 
he continued to sell tickets from New-York to 
Chicago for $7,and he did not know when he 
would receive orders to advance the figures. 

Tho ticket brokers or “scalpers” did an immense 
business yesterday. The people seemed to think 
that the war was over, and that if they did uot buy 
tickets yesterday they would not have another 
chance. No tickets were sold over the Pennsyl- 
vania and Baltimore and Ohio, except to people 
who desired to stop off at some point and sell their 
tickets to others going further West. The Erie 
and Grand Trunk tickets were sold almost exclu- 
sively, as passengers were not required to pay the 
full fare and receive the rebate at the end of the 
journey. The Central-Hudson coliected $20 with 
the stipulation that it was to give back $13 in 
Chicago. 

The New-York Central will put up its rates to 
correspond with those of the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Ohioto-day, and itis highly proha- 
ble that the Erie and Grand Trunk will follow suit 
atonce. Tickets to Cincinnati will be the same as 
to Chicago. 

The scalpers seemed to be pleased at the turn af- 
fairs had taken. They said that their commissions 
would be increased, and while their sales might not 
be as large, they wou!d make more money. One 
scalper told the reporter that he had on handa 
large quantity of tickets that he bought before the 
last decline, and he hoped now to find an oppor- 
tunity to sell them without losing onthem. An- 
other scalper said that he bought $10,000 worth of 
tickets, limited to one month and longer, which he 
expected would prove a profitable investment 
when the regular rates were restored. 

Among railroad officers, the only theme discussed 
yesterday was the action of the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Ohio Roads, the advancing rates. and 
the general impression seemed to be that the ruin- 
ously low figures would not be reached again. 

At the Erie Railway offices it was learned that 
no advance had been made in passenger rates so 
far as was known at this end of theline. Presi- 
dent Jewett is absent from the City, and though he 
was in close telegraphic communication with his 
board of officers, it was declared that no action 
looking to any changes in the existing schedule of 
fares had been taken. Mr. R. C. Vilas, General 
Freight Superintendent, said no advance had yet 
been made in freight rates, though an early change 
in such direction was probable. The Erie’s West- 
ern connections were edvising yesterday as to ad- 
vances, They are overcrowded with business, and 
have a far less number of cars at their disposal 
than trafic demands, and they announce that they 
are practically compelled to put up rates. The in- 
crease Will probably be reported to-day, and, it is 
likely, will be 15 cents on grain and 20 cents on 
provisions from Chicago to New-York. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—The advanced pas- 
senger rates adupted by the Pennsylvania and Bal- 
timore and Ohio Raiiroad Companies apply to east- 


bound as well as west-bound traffic. The increase 
in freight rates is at present confined to east-bound 
traffic, but the same figures will soon go into effect 
for west-bound freight. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road officers state that they expect to maintain the 
increased charges, and they must ultimately be 
adopted by all the through lines. 

CurcaGco, Oct. %.—C. W. Adams, General 
Passenger Agent of the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne 
Road, announces that the passenger tariff from 
to-morrow, Chicago to Philadelphia, will be $13; 


to Baltimore or Washington, $12. The New-York 


rate remains as announced yesterday, at $14, and 
the Boston rate, $15. 

The Vanderbilt reads will to-morrow advance 
their passenger rates to $19 25 to New-York, with 
arebate of $5 75, and to Boston $1 in addition to 
the above rate. The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company has met tbe advanced rates of the Penn- 
sylvania Company which went into effect to-day. 

Boston, Oct. 25.—The news of the advance 
in passage rates from Boston and New-York to 


Chicago by the Pennsylvania Railroad was a sur- 
prise here. Even the agents of the road here re- 
ceived no intimation of the cuange until to-day} 
and then notin oficial form. It is believed here 
that the action of the Pennsylvania Road is an in- 
dication of a general rising in rates, though it is 
not believed that the new schedule is the basis of 
any general agreement. It is reported hereto be 
very probable that the New-York Central will raise 
its rates from New-York, and the Boston and Aibany 
from Boston, to points in the West, and that the 
Hoosac Tunnel route will doubtless follow suit. 
What the Erie and the Grand Trunk lines will do 
is not yet decided. They will not continue to 
carry passengers at the present low rates, but 
pis, f may refuse to euter into any gzgen- 
eral agreement for a_ restoration of igh 
fares. The Grand Trunk has always claimed the 
right to charge a differential rate of $2 less than is 
charged by the shorter lines to Chicago. If the 
Boston and Albany and Hoosac Tunnel lines adopt 
$15 as their fare to Chicago, without any regard to 
the action of the Grand ‘Trunk, the latter will be at 
liberty to fix any rate it chooses—$13, $12, or $10. 
In this sense the present posture of affairs, it is 
eluzimed, is a victory for the Grand Trunk Road, 
which went into the fight to secure fixed and satis- 
factory rates. The road will be somewhat embar- 
rassed. however, if it is compelled to fix a thirteen- 
dollar rate without rebate, by the eo angry A of- 
fered ihe ticket brokers to make money on local 
fares. During the season of low rates the Penn- 
syivania Read has carried a small num- 
ber of Boston patseugers West. The insignificant 
size of the business has been rather gratifying 
than otherwine to the officers, owing to the pe- 
culiar embarrassments under which the road has 


labored in carrying through passengers from Bos- 
ton to New-York. For this sma!] portion of the 
route to Chicago, $5 75, the regular local rate? has 
been paid by the Pennsylvania Road by the land 
route, and $4 by the water route, leaving for the 
entire distance from New-York to Chicago the sum 
of $2 25 by one route and $4 by the other. This 
sum of $2 25 or $4 had to be divided pro rata 
among the roads from New-York to Chicago. Un- 
der the fifteen-cdollar rate there will be $9 25 or $11, 
four or five times as much as before, to be divided 
among those roads.

JEWETT AGAINST VANDERBILT. 
THE OHIO RAILWAY MATTER CARRIED TO 
THE SUPREME COURT—AN ACTION FOR 
CONTEMPT. 

CoLuMBUS, Ohio, Oct. 25.—The climax was 
reached to-night in the great railroad fight between 
the Vanderbilt and Jewett interests by the ‘iling 
of quo warranto proceedings in the Supreme Court 
by Attorney-General Nash on the complaint of the 
Jewett party. This places the entire case before 
the Supreme Court, and transfers all procedings 
from Cleveland to Columbus, where the case will be 
tried upon its merits. The Jewett faction is great- 
ly pleased with the turn affairs have taken, and it 
now seems probable that the question will be de- 
cided atan early day. The following is the peti- 
tion filed by the Attorney-General:

The case will have precedence 
over all others now before the court, and it is not 
improbable that it will come up for hearing to- 
morrow. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 25.—Another move 
in the railroad war was made to-day, Judge 
Green, of Columbus, called upon Attorney-General 
Nash to aid him in maintaining the dignity of the 
court. This afternoon, about 2:30 o’clock, the fol- 
lowing document was served on all the Directors 
and officers of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincin- 
nati and Indianapolis Railroad in this city:

GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—President Bond, 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany, willnot make any reply to the statements 
contained in Receiver Gowen’s circular until next 
week, when he will publish a circular reviewing 
the condition and requirements of the company. 
He states that Mr. Gowen’s request for unregistered 
stock is a repetition of his tactics of last year, when 
he claimed to possess a majority of the stock, 


which was, however, decided to be ineligible.

Indianapolis, St. Louis and Chicago Ratlroad Com- 
pany was held here this afternoon. The following 
Directors were chosen, 51,000 out of 60,000 shares of 
the capital stock being voted for the ticket:

Mr. Cable is Vice-President 
and General Manager of the Chicago, Rock Island, 
and Pacific Railroad. The Board of Directors 
elected Mr. Ingalls President and continued all the 
other old officers. 


ALBANY, Oct, 25.—At the meeting to-day 
the Canal Board approved the permit of the Super- 
intendent of Public Works to the New-York, West 
Shore and Buffalo Railway Company to construct 
its road on lands within the blue line at Little 
Falls, the territory covered by the decision of 
Judge Churcbilil. 

SHREVEPORT, La., Oct. 25.—Engineer Polke 
and his party are within 12 miles of this city loca- 
ting the line of the Vicksburg, Shreveport and 
Pacific Railway. Manager John Scott, of the 
Erlanger combination, is expected here daily to 
select a site for the bridge over Red River. 


San Francisco, Oct. 25.—For several 
months agents of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé and the Atlantic and Pacific Railroads have 
been quietiy and cautiously negotiating for the 
purchase of property and the acquisition of right 
of way for terminal facilities on the San Francisco 
peninsula. They have now applied to the Board 


of Supervisors for a francbise to construct a single 


or double track standard gauge railroad, entering 
from the ocean beach side and extending to the 
city front both on the north and south. The peti- 
tion has been referred to the Judiciary Committee, 
The petition comes in the name of the Ocean Shore 


Railroad, which isto run up the shore line from 
Santa Cruz. 


THE NEWTON LIBEL CASES. 
Newton, N. J., Oct. 25.—The sentence of 


Gibbs and Stanton, publishers of the Deckertown

FEARS OF INDIAN TROUBLE. 


THE PIMA INDIANS REPORTED ARMING— 
THE APACHES REPENTANT. 

San Francisco, Oct. 25.—A dispatch from 
Tucson, Arizona, dated Oct, 24, says: ‘‘The Texas 
and Pacific Railway’s surveying party have applied 
for a military escort which has not yet been grant- 
ed. The course of the survey leads them through 
the San Carlos Agency to Globe, and it is feared 
that the Indians may be suspicious of their move- 
ments and give trouble. Should they suspect it is 
an attempt to steal theirdands they will probably 
attack the surveyors.” 

A special dispatch to the Tucson Citizen from 
Casa Grande, dated yesterday, says: “Early this 
morning Mrs. R. B. Wheeler, wife of the Pima In- 
dian Agent, arrived at this station accompanied by 
Miss Luiu French, Mrs. J. S. Armstrong, Mrs. Dyke, 
and the young son of Mr. Wheeler. They report 
that the Salt River Indians have become provoked 
at the Agent on some pretext. and arming them- 
selves are on their way to attack the agency. They 
say these reports are verified by old settlers on 
Salt River arriving at the agency. The Rev. Mr. 
Cook, an old resident of the agency, expresses 
himself as much alarmed at the outiook. It seems 
the Indians are in the habit of going to Tempe and 
getting ona “big drunk.’’ Wheeler has had them 
arrested, and punished them by compelling them 
tolabor. Thisis thought to be the cause of the 
threatened difficulty. They are said to be 600 
strong, and will probably appear at the agency 
during the day. What makes this movement some- 
what inexplicable is the fact that they have always 
been peaceable toward the whites, though they 
are implacable foes of the Apaches, for whom in 
times past they were more thana match. Itis not 
thought that anything serious will come out of 
this Indian movement. When they started they 
were doubtless under the influence of liquor. By 
the time they reach the agenoy they will be molli- 
fied, and will not care to carry out their threats. 
The agency guard consists of officers, teachers, and 
15 policemen, . 

The editor of the Phenix, Arizona, Herald tele- 
graps as follows: ‘‘I have just returned from the 
Pima Indian village. The reported warlike dispo- 
sition of these Indians is ridiculed by those familiar 
with them. Agent Wheeler has interfered with 
some of their customs, and especially with the 
polygamous practices growing among them. A 
number of bucks have gone to the agency to talk 
matters over with him and secure more liberty of 
action. Nothing more. There is not the least hos- 
tile disposition.”’ 

Witicox, Arizona, Oct. 24.—The rumors of 
Indian trouble, owing to the feverish condition of 
the public since the late outbreak, should be re- 
ceived with caution. The last scare came from 
Casa Grande of the danger threatening the Pima 
and Maricopa Agency. Thisis officially denied by 
Agent Wheeler, who says there is no danger there 
and wants no troops to protect the agency. Ad- 
vices from the San Carios Agency show that per- 
fect quiet prevails there. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The Indian Bureau 
has received the following telegram from Agent 
Tiffany, dated San Carlos Agency, Oct. 24: *‘ An In- 
dian who left with Chiri Canuas came in last night 
and says that many went unwillingly and want to 
return. Juh, Geronimo, and Vatchet will not re- 
turn. Must those returning be turned over to the 
military?’ To this inquiry the following reply has 
been sent: “ Turn over to the military such of the 
ri Apaches as are known to have been hos- 
tile.’

RIGHTS OF OYSTERMEN. 
GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 25.—Judge Hall, of 
the Common Pleas Court, at Bridgeport, has just 
decided a question of law that will interest every 
oysterman in the State. A few years ago the Legis- 


lature passed what is known as the validating acts, 
to make legal the granting of land for the cultiva- 


tion of oysters by the Commissioners, and it has 
generally been supposed, and, in fact, the Commis- 
sioners have decided, that these acts covered nat- 
ural grewth. Butinacase brought before Judge 
Hall this was one of the points claimed, and the 
Judge decided that the validating acts do not 
cover natural growth. The result of the decision 
is that oystermen who have acquired oyster land 
that has a natural growth, even though it has been 
designated by the Commissioners, cannot hold it. 
As there are important cases where oystermen are 
holding what is claimed to be oyster grounds of 
natural growth now in the courts, Judge Hall’s de- 
cision Will attract much attention.

Tho group, con- 
sisting of a mother and two children, one a 
babe in arms, the other a bare-legged little 
boy running at her side, isa most effective and 
natural one. The mother is clothed in drapery in 
the classic style, and much taste is displayed in 
the arrangement of the folds, which just allow the 
right foot, on which the figure rests, to display it- 
self. The babe rests on her right arm, with one 
arm clasped about the mother’s neck and the 
other extended dowaward to the little brother, 
who is trying to take from his mother the pitcher 
she carriesin her left hand, and which, if it con- 
tained water, as itis supposed to, would, at the 
angle at which itis held, be spilled by any but a 
erson of bronze. The motheris represented as 
ooking fondly down upon her child, and the ex- 
ression on all the faces indicates an exceedingly 
appy party. The group, which stands 7 feet in 
height, rests upon a pedestal of equal height, the 
cap of whichis ornamented with floral designs, 
with figures of birds in flight standing out in bold 
relief. The pedestal is octagonal in shape, with four 
broad and four narrow panels. In the centre 
of the former are figures of lions’ heads 
in bold relief. and from their slightly opened 
mouths protrude the small pipes from which water 
flows into the quarter-spherical basins beneath. 
Festoons of leaves, fruits, and flowers in relief 
depend gracefully across the faces of the panels, 
Bight cups, two for each basin, hanging by chains 
from the buttons which serve to catch these fes- 
toons. Lizards crawling upward, in nearly full re- 
ief. and dragon-flies and butterflies, in partial re- 
ief, further serve to ornament the panels. Tne 
fountain, cast in bronze, rests upon a base of red 
Swedish granite, highly polished, three steps ser- 
ving te enable people to reach the basins, the en- 
trances to which are separated by projecting but- 
tresses, whose faces are slightly ornamented by 
polished figures on a roughened ground. The de- 
signer of the structure is Prof. Adolf Donndorf, of 
the Art Academy at Stuttgart, Germany. It was 
vast at G. Howaldt’s foundry in Brunswick, and 
the granite base comes from the Swedish quarries 
pf Hessel & ROGhl, of Berlin. 

Among the people who occupied positions on the 
stage at the time of the unveiling were D. Willis 
James, the donor; Mayor Grace, Messrs. Lane, 
Wales, MacLean, and Olliffe, Public Parks Com- 
missioners; the Rev. Drs. 8, Irenzus Prime, Charles 
£. Deems, J. P. Newman, Howard Crosby; Jobn 
A. Hamersly, of England; William MacLeod, cura- 
tor of the Camweeer Art Gallery at Washington, D. 
C., and Messrs. Mcrris K. Jesup, William E. Dodge, 
wr., Henry E. Pellew, James A. Roosevelt, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Royal Phelps, Charles L. Brace, 
Robert Hoe, Jr., John S. Kennedy, and Robert 
Vaux. The ceremon‘es were presided over by 
Park Commissioner Smith E. Lane, who, with his 
associates, escorted the Mayor and the speakers 
to seats upon the platform. Mr. Lane called 
the assembly to order, and in a_i few 
words introduced the donor, Mr. D. Willis James, 
who said that this presentation was the culmina- 
tion of aplan formed jointly by himself and the 
late Theodore Roosevelt to present a drinking 
fountain to the City, the death of his friend pre- 
ventinz the execution of the plan until the present 
time. He said: “If the bronze now to be uncovered 
thall give to any citizen any part of the pleasure it 
has given to me to have it prepared, and especially 
jfitshallbe the meansof kindling in any heart 
that spirit of love—Charity—it is intended to illus- 
trate, I shall indeed be more than compensated.” 
The flag which covered the fountain was 
removed, a hearty round of cheers was 
riven, aud then in behalf of the City Mayor Grace 
received the fountain, ‘the usefulness of which,”’ 
he said, ‘* we lose sight of in contemplating its rare 
beauty.” Continuing, ne said that while the City 
sould prize the gift, it would still more prize the 
spirit in which itis given—the evidence of loving 
Citizenship which would see New-York as rich in 
ert treasure as any cityinthe world. In closing 
he said the citizens would gladly give thanks and 
honor to one who is engaged in sueh a munificent 
work as is the donor for the betterment of the con- 
Gition of the poor and working classes ~ A provid- 
ing for trem tenement-houses clean, healthy, and 
at a reasonable rate of rental—the most practical 
and munificent of works of charity. 

Prof. J. Leonard Corning was next introduced, 
end he made the speech of the afternoon, reciting 
the history of the fountain and the way in which 
it happened to be presented to the City. The art 
ereation that had just been unveiled, he said, was 
one which fulfilled the intention of such crea- 
tions, telling its story so plainly that he who runs 
may read—that is, the exemplification of that best 
chosen emblem of charity, the motherly instinct. 
It will ever stand a silent preacher of the institutes 
of Christian kindness as well as an enduring work 
of art. Neariy five years ago the donor, Mr. 
Roosevelt, and the speaker met at a hotel in Ger- 
many, and then the matter of procuring a foun- 
tain for the City was first talked over. After 
Messrs. James and Roosevelt went to the south of 
France for the Winter, the speaker, acting un- 
der instructions, had a consultation with the 
noted art critic and historian, Prof. Wiihelm 
von Liibke, of “Wiirtemberg, and with Dr. Han- 
sen, the private librarian of the King of that State. 
They recommended as a proper scu!ptor to per- 
‘form the work Prof. Donndorf, the favorite pupil 
of the great artist Rietschel, and who had com- 
pleted the great work of that sculptor, the Luther 
monument at Worms, after the death of his mas- 
ter. Prof. Donndorf made a model in clay, which 
Was submitted to, and accepted by, the gentlemen 
interested. and a contract for its construction was 
made at Stuttgart, May 10,1877. Two years and 
@ half was the time set for the comyiction of 
the fountain, but various accidents interfered 
,with the completion of the work until a recent 
date; first, while the model was in course of 
transportation from the atelier tothe foundry an 
iron support gave way and caused a serious break 
in the principal figure, which it required months to 
‘mend. When this work was nearly completed 
there came, during the Winter of 1879-80, a fear- 
fully cold night, and the frost did then the work of 
the vandal, the entire model being found in the 
morning lying on the floor, a shapeless, broken 
mass. The work of two years was ruined, but the 
sculptor began anew, and this Spring the bronze 
jand granite in complete form reached this City, 
Speaking of the figures Prof. Corning said: 

. ““ITam notaware of any violation of confidence 
In intorming you that the sculptor’s own wife and 
‘child stood for this bronze mother with the baby 
on herarm, It is true that the original model of 
(the baby outgrew his proper size before the clay 
jgzroup was finisued. But a numerous generation 
‘of little Donndorfs has been coming upon the stage 
in normal procession for some years, and when the 
\first model for the baby in arms had got into 
|pantalets, there was another live specimen at hand 
whose dimensions were exactiy right. As to the 
fpcmer little one running by the mother’s side, 
happen to know that a city of nearly 
‘a hundred thousand inhabitants was searched for 
Ferg ha of comeliness and faultless anatomy. A 
ittle boy of fortunate parentage, who had in the 
city of Stuttgart a neighborhood fame for ideal 
grace of form, stood for this third member of the 
group before us. I could tell the name of this 
youthful aspirant for immortality in bronze, now a 
compeer with Alexander the Great and St. Peter 
nnd Marcus Aurelius and a multitude of other grand 
ersonages of history, but it is full of jaw-break- 
ng consonants; and beside this, the permission of 
the little proprietor of the consonants has not been 
obtained.” 

The exercises concluded with an address by the 
_ Dr. Roswell D. Hitchcock. who alluded to the 
ove of pure water and its necessity at some length, 
@tating at the conclusion of this portion of nis re- 
marks that prayer might bring raip, but could 
mever make the Croton River capable of supplying 
(New-York City with water. Though ho had been 
forbidden to eulogize the donor of the present 

fountain, he said he could not but say that the citi- 
\zens would never forget either the giver or the 
igift. In conclusion he said the merchant princes 
of New-York were, with those of London, leading 
the worid in beneficences for the pubiic good, of 
which this fountain isan example, and in this way 
earning what their fortune should incite them to 
obtain more than anything else, the reward of pop- 
alar gratitude and aifection.

KILLED BY A FALLING DERRICK. 
/ At Nos. 361 and 363 Broadway James L. 
White, of Litchfield, Conn., is erecting a dry goods 
atore. Yesterday the walisand columns were up 


to the fifth floor, and ona platform on that floor 

nd 50 feet from Broadway was a derrick used for 

oisting iron columns. Shortly after 7 o'clock John 
Dean, aged 33, of No. 10 Jay-street; Christopher 
Courtney, of No. 409 West Twenty-fifth-street, and 
John Leahy, of No. 18 Downing-street, began to 
hoist aniron column. The rope guys of the der- 
rick had shrunk with the rain and had lifted it out 
of its proper position so that when the full strain 
of the column was on the hoisting apparatus the 
derrick siid on the platform, toppied over, and 
swept Dean aud Courtney into the building. They 
fell to the third floor, arid Dean’s head struck an 
fron beam. His skull was crushed in, and he died 
instantly. Courtney broke his right leg, and he was 
taken to the Chambers-Street Hospital. Leahy, 
when the derrick fell, caught hold of a guy rope 
and escaped with a few severe bruises, The rope 
of a derrick broke yesterday at No. 92 Washington- 
place, while some laborers were hoisting a store, 
and Charles Mahon, of No. 83 Mulberry-street, was 
so severely injured by the stone ialling on his back 
that he was taken to the New-York Hospital.

MR. WIMAN’S REPLY. 


TO THE STATEMENT OF THE EXECUTIVE OF 
THE MUTUAL UNION TELEGRAPH COM- 
PANY. 


Mr. Erastus Wiman requests the publication 


of the following statement: 


“That a deep-laid conspiracy for my betrayal was 
concocted by the parties concerned is evident from 
even a hasty perusal of the nine columns of state- 
ment of the Executive of the Mutual Union Tele- 
graph Company in reiterating its charges against 
me. That it wasa plot into which even the most 
wary might have fallen there can be no doubt, from 
the preconcerted series of events as detailed in the 
statement, That so much trouble should be taken- 
by these officers to break the effect of 
the disclosures which follow from the dis- 
covery of the terms of their contract, 
indicates how important it was to obtain a 
copy of that document, and to the minds of most 
people will justify the means resorted to to get pos- 
session of it, especiallytas I was, in virtue of being a 
stoekholder, entitled to it. I never sought to dis- 
guise the fact that I was in pursuit of information 
regarding the Mutual Union Telegraph Company, 
feeling conscious that a discovery of all the facts 
relating to it and the surroundings attached to it 
would be sufficient to accomplish the purpose in 
view, Viz.: the exposure of an attempt to defraud 
the United States public out of many millions of 
dollars, and thus saye the demoralization of the 
telegraphic business in Canada, which they were 
about to attempt and where I »ave a large interest. 
I emphatically deny that 1 ever asked Mr. Plumb 
orany one else to procure papers from the office of 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company, or from the 
office of the contractors. Mr. Plumb being Presi- 
dent of a manufacturing company, in no way con- 
neeted with the Mutual Union Telegraph Company, 
is it reasonable to suppose that I would ask him to 

rocure copies of these papers for me without some 

ntimationfrom him? He forgets to. state that he 

himself first volunteered to get me the copy, hav- 
ing written to me to call at nis office for that pur- 
pose. A copy of his letter I herewith exhibit to 
you. I understood from him that he 
would kave the document himself, so [f 
wrote to say that my phonographer could 
take a copy of it and Isent him for that purpose, 
asshown in mycard. For what other purpose 
was there necessity to send aphonographer? I 
never knew nor had any reason to believe that a 
clerk would “ purioin the same from an iron safe,” 
ortnat lever mentionedin any connection that 
in the information I was seeking I was represent- 
ing the Western Union Telegraph Company orits 
officers. I may have remarked that they would be 
gratified to see the contract, as it was most likely 
they would he interested in its contents; but the 
statement that I alleged I was acting on their be- 
half or intending in any way to represent them is 
most untrue. : fi 

“The letter to Fearing offering him employment 
was written at the instigation of Plumb himself, 
because when I spoke of sending my own phonog- 
rapher to take down a copy of what he (Plumb) 
would have in his possession, he referred to a pho- 
nographer who would soon desire a situation. 
Having heard of a vacaney with friends of mine, I 
wrote the letter, intending to introduce him to 
them as soon as ke was out of employment. I had 

no reason to believe that he ever was with John G, 
Moore & Co., and never was so informed: indeed, 
I was told that he was employed on Pearl-street, 
and Plumb so informed my phonographer. Had I 
understood that he was with JohnG. Moore & Co., 
is it not reasonable to believe that I would have 
been much more guarded and not fallen into the 
trap so evidently laid for me? 

“The affidavit of Plumb is a tissue of falsehoods, 
and most of itcan be proved utterly untrue by 
witnesses present at the interviews he describes. 
That being so, all else falls to the ground, The 
plot which includes the origination of such a dam- 
aging disclosure, the carrying out of its details in 
the reception of money; the writing of decoy notes, 
of which copies are kept to be read in the obscure 
light of a railway station on the eve of the hurried 
departure on a train; the obtaining the signature to 
an artfully written, but apparently innocent,receipt; 
and, finally, the secreting of a phonographie wit- 
ness taking notes behind a screen in the room in 
which an unguarded conversation was being held, 
are all pieces of strategy entirely worthy of the in- 
dividuals who bave inspired and carried out the 
conspiracy. This must be admitted, that the evi- 
dence astothe guilt or innocence of the parties 
implicated rests solely upon the testimony of the 
conspirators themselves. How much that evidence is 
worth the public will decide in view of all the facts 
surrounding the plot, the character and antece- 
dents of the parties accused and of the parties who 
make the accusation.”’

NOVEL EXHIBITION BY HORSES. 

The New-York Aquarium was reopened as a 
place of amusement last evening, with an enter- 
tainment originated by Prof. George Bartholemew, 
and called “The Equine Paradox.”

created wonderment among the spectators, and 
won their heartiest manifestations of approval. 
The horses taking part in the performances are 16 
in number, and high-bred and beautiful animals, 
and their feats excelled anything hitherto seen in 
this City in the way of a circus entertainment. 
They are so perfectly trained that they perform the 
most surprising and difficult feats simply by word 
of command. The whip is never used except when 
the animals show a disposition to shirk their tasks, 
whieh appears to be a rare occurrence, and then is 
never employed with violence. Last evening these 
animals wentthrough an interesting programme, 
representing children going to sehool and 
at play, a sehool in session, a series of 
pleasing tableaus, and a military drill and 
battle scene, in which they went through 
mancuyvres with the preeision of soldiery, fired 
cannon, and faced dissharging fire-arms,with an 
utter absence of fright, and seemingly entered with 
zest into the spirit of the excitement. The signifi- 
cant feature of the display was the readiness with 
which the animals performed without error whet 
was asked of them either by their master or the 
spectator, these tasks embracing over 300 differ- 
ent commands conveyed by means of over 1,400 
words.

THE PARNELL LAND LEAGUE 
An unusually well-attended meeting of the 
Parnell Land League Central Organization of this 
City was held in the Mott Memorial Hall, No. 64 
Madison-avenue, last night.

Constabulary to emigrate to this country. A brief

THE MONARCH OF STEAM.SHIPS. 


A ROUGH VOYAGE BY THE CITY OF ROME— 


INCIDENTS AND A LOG OF THE TRIP. 


The new Inman steam-ship City of Rome, 
the largest merchant vessel in the world, which ar- 
rived off Quarantine Monday evening, came up to 


her pier yesterday morning and landed her passen- 
gers, The officers state that during her first trip 


this huge vessel was put to a sevére test by some 


remarkably stormy weather, and all agree that she 
stood the test nobly, and will prove one of the 
very stanchest ships that has ever been launched. 
She left Liverpool at 3 P. M. on Thursday, the 13th, 


and steamed down the Channel in the teeth of a 
strong gale, which became more furious each hour. 
The following afternoon she dropped anchor in 
Queenstown Harbor, where she remained until 
late in the evening making preparations for her 
voyage across the ocean. The passengers there 
received accounts of the great storm which had 
raged the previous day and night, and which 
had strewn the shores of England with wrecks. 
Late in the evening the Rome steamed out of 
Queenstown, and in afew hours the Irish lights 
had faded out of sight. The sea was tempestuous, 
but the cargo, which consisted principaily of 2,000 
tons of pig-iron stored in the bottom of the ship, 
caused her to ride easily. At noon next 
day she had made a fair run from the 
Jrish coast, and during the following# 24 hours 
made 340 miles, On the day following it 
became stormy again and the passengers 
were obliged to spend Sunday below decks. On 
the 18th the gale was furious, the wind blowing 
with hurricane force from the south-west and the 
high seas rolling violently against the ship, which, 
while the sheets or spray were driven over her 
decks, rose and fell gracefully with the deep-sea 
swell. At noon onthe 18th the log showed but 
187 miles traveled in 24 hours, owing to a stoppage 
made in order to remedy a defect in one 
of the minor pieces of machinery. All 
day Wednesday the storm raged and _ the 
water poured over the main deck notwith- 
standing the high iron bulwarks that ,uarded 
them. Waves even invaded the hurricane deck, 
and'small quantities of water penetrated into the 
saloon where passengers were endeavoring to 
amuse themselves. The piano broke from its posi- 
tion when the great vessel was tossed to one side 
by a mountainous sea, but fortunately no one was 
injured. The emigrants were compelled to 
remain in their close quarters between 
decks, During the following day the 
Rome kept on her course, and at noon 
had traveled 225 miles. There was little 
improvement in the weather, and at noon on the 
20th the log showed the day’s distance to have been 
but 222 miles. On the following day the boisterous 
seas still continued, but a run of 290 miles was 
made, The weather then moderated and the 
ocean began to lose its powerful influence 
over the steamer’s progress. All the damage which 
the waves had done was to knock off the handle of 
the short sword in the left hand of the huge 
bronze figure head representing one of the Roman 
Emperors. During the remainder of the passage 
the weather was much more favorable, and an 
average of over 350 miles a day was made. On Mon- 
day last while off the coast it was thick, and 
considerable time was lost in taking sound- 
ings. Several times during the passage the 
steamer was obliged to stop in order 
that some slight defect in the machinery might be 
remedied, these being the result of the vessel sail- 
ing before everything was in perfect running order, 
rather than to faulty construction. Mr, Ernest 
Inman, the principal Director of the Inman 
Steam-ship Company, Who was a passenger, 
sa s that the Rome did not make more than 
three-fourths of the rate of speed which 
she will show under ordinary circumstances. 
Her average progress. when all of the machinery 
runs smoothly, is expected to be 17 miles an hour. 
The Rome wili start on her return trip witha 
large passenger list on Saturday next. Yesterday 
the neighborhood of the Inman pier was crowded 
with spectators who gazed in wonder at the huge 
proportions of the steamer, for she extends the 
entire length of the Inman dock, and even then 
her jibboom reaches over the stone bulkheaa be- 
yond thepier. Her great size completely dwarfs 
the largest steamers lying in the vicinity. A full 
description of the City of Rome has already been 
published in Tue Times. One of her features is the 
large number of water-tight bulkheads which 
separate the vessel into so many compartments 
that it would be almost impossible for her to sink, 
Her spars are extremely lofty for a steam-ship. 
Tne City of Rome is commarded by Capt. James 
Kennedy, the Commodore of the Inman Line.

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THE EDISON. LIGHT. 
MEETING OF THE STOCKHOLDERS AND ELEC- 
TION OF TRUSTEES. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Edison Electric Light Company was held yes- 
terday afternoon at the company’s Offices, in Fifth- 
avenue, near Fourteenth-street. Of the 4,800 shares 
represented in the capital stock of $480,000 the 
number voted upon at the meeting was 3,267. The 
purpose of the meeting was the election of a Board 
of Trustees composed of 13 members, and the dis- 


cussion and adoption of the annual report sum- 
marizing the transactions of tho company for the 
Jast year. The report set forth, in opening, the 
manner in which the indebtedness of the company 
contracted during the year 1879 was liquidated 
by authorizing the Board of Trustees to borrow of 
the stockholders a sum equal to 60 per cent. of 
their stock, and to issue in consideration of such 
loan certificates of indebtedness convertibie at 
par into shares of the capital stock. In November, 
1880, an increase of the capital stock from $300,000 
to $480,000—the present figure—was duly sanctioned 
ataspecial meeting, and the certificates were re- 
deemed by the issue of new shares. The exhibi- 
tion of the electric light at Mezlo Park last Winter, 
which occupied two or three months, was next ad- 
verted to as having proved the practicability of the 
Edison system end demonstrated its economic suc- 
cess. Six hunared lamps were kept lighted for weeks 
and six miles of mains were laid in the streets of 
the village. In January last Mr. Edison announced 
that his system was perfected, and experiments 
were discontinued. The next step was to test the 
system on a large scale for street and house light- 
ing, and for this purpose a tract in New-York City 
was selected. It was found, however, that the 
Edison Electric Light Company could not obtain 
leave to lay mains beneath the streets, and anew 
company, known asthe Edison Electric Illumina- 
ting Company, had to be incorporated under the 
gas statutes of the State before the work of laying 
the mains could be commenced. This was done 
last Spring, and contracts between the two 
companies were signed as a condition prece- 
dent to further action, In the same man- 
ner, in June last, it was resolved 
to form a special company for the development of 
of the electric railway for whose exhibition Mr. 
Henry Villard is now building two and a half miles 
of road at Menlo Park, undera contract entered 
into in September last. The lighting of railway 
trains and steam-ships by electricity has not yet 
received the full attention of the company, and no 
new movements will be made in these cirections un- 
tll the completion of the station in this City and the 
lighting of the proposed district have been success- 
fully accomplished. The steam-ships Columbia 
and City of Worcester are now lighted by the Edi- 
son system. The business of supplying isolated 
plants for dwellings and manufactories has de- 
veloped rapidly under the superintendence of Mr. 
Moore. The Orange Woolen Mills, Newburg; the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, Philadelphia; the facto- 
riesof Hinds, Ketcham & Co., New-York; the Pros- 
pect Park House, at the Adirondacks, and the 
Newburg factories are among the establishments 
in which the system is in successful operation. 
Among the establishments to be lighted must be 
mentioned the residence of Mr. Wiliiam H. Vander- 
bilt, the factory of Nathan Dreyfus, the shops of 
the United States Rolling Stock Company, Obio, 
and the residence of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan. The 
annual election resulted as follows: Norvin Green, 
Tracy R. Edson, James H. Banker, E. P. Fabbri, 
Nathan G. Miller, Robert L. Cutting, Jr., G. P.

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CHANGE IN THE UNIVERSITY'S FACULTY. 

Ex-Judge Henry E. Davies resigned on Mon- 
day evening, at the meeting of the Council of the 
University of the City of New-York, the office of 
President of the Law Faculty of the University, 


which he accepted in 1870, upon resuming the prac- 
tice of his proiession after leaving the bench of the 
Court of Appeals. The Council reluctantly ac- 
cepted his resignation, and in accepting it 
ordered a minute to be entered upen its 
records ‘in evidence of its sense of the 
value of his services to the law school.” In this 
minute are recited the facts that ex-Judge Davies, 
having been the Counsel to the Corporation of 
the City of New-York, passed through the 
Supreme Court to the Court of Appeais, over 
which latter body he presided from 18t6 
until 1878. It is pointed out that, like Judge 
Story, ex-Judge Davies thought it no loss of 
dignity to preside over the moot courts of 
law students, there to unfold for the benefit of 
youth the knowledge he had gained in 40 years of 
experience at the Bar and on the bench. The 
Council elected Aaron J. Vanderpoel, LL. D., to 
succeed ex-Judge Davies as Presiaent of the Law 
Faculty of the University.

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LO8S OF THE ANNE M. PALMER. 


ALL HANDS DROWNED EXCEPT ONE COL- 
ORED SAILOR. 


From the London Daily News, Oct. 18, 


Ephraim Wilson, a colored sailor, and a na- 
tive of Nassau, who was landed at Falmouth yes- 
terday, gives the following narrative of the loss of 
all the crew excepting himself of the American 
brigantine Anne M. Palmer, bound from Wilming- 


ton for Hayti, The Anne M. Palmer left Wilming- 


ton on Sept. 3, and on the 7th encountered a gale 
which Increased to a hurricane. At11P. M. the 
vessel labored heavily, and the crew, as the gale 
did not subside, cut away the mainmast (the main- 
sail had previously been blown away) and then let 
go the port anchor, so as to keep her head 
to the wind. A big sea, however, c¢ap- 
sized the vessel. The crew, six in num- 
ber, succeeded in escaping from the wreck to the 
mainmast, which, although cut away, was still at- 
tached to the vessel by the rigging, and lay in the 
wer alongside. The poor fellows did not stay 
there long, for in about 20 minutes an old Irishman 
was washed over and drowned, and soon afterward 
ayoung American followed him. Another wave 
earried away the Captain; two others, the mate 
and the cook, were washed off, locked in each 
other's arms, Wilson only being left, He says 
that the night was intensely dark, and that he did 
not see the men after they fell into the water. 
The hurricane moderated at 4 A. M. Wil- 
s0n contrived to fasten pieces of wood so 
as to form a kind of raft. and he used 
some torn canvas as a shelter for his head 
and to wrap his body in and protect himself from 
the numerous sharks, which were constantly at- 
tempting to reachhim. In this state he continued 
to live without any food until the 12th of Septem- 
ber, when the wreck was observed by the crew of 
a passing vessel, the Swedish brigantine the Carl 
Rosennis, of Bergen, which made for the vessel to 
see hername. They observed Wilson on the spar 
and rescued him. He only saw one vessel before 
during the five days which elapsed between the 
time of the shipwreck and his rescue, and he made 
signals by waving canvas, &c., but they were un- 
noticed. He gave up all hope of being saved, and 
was in such astate of exhaustion that he was not 
aware of the approach of the Car! Rosennis uatil a 
boat from her was close to bim.

Scarcely had hisy 
head reached the pillow when he was again at- 
tacked, and from that hour to4 P. M. six convul- 
sions followed in quick succession, during which 
time the patient remained unconscious, At7P. M. 
Dr. Mears recovered sufficiently to be able to rec- 
ognize those at his bedside. His condition, al- 
though more encouraging than at noon, is still very 
recarious. Dr. Ford, of Utica, arrived this even- 
ng, and is now making an examination, the resu!t 
of which will be anxiously awaited by the patient's 
friends throughout the college and State. Dr. 
Mears is well known as an instructor, and for the 
active efforts he has made in behaif of the temper- 
ance cause.
